TO THE PHILIPPINES 


New Move in the Situation Planned 
mi... by Democrats. 


Resolution Will Be in the 


Senate—Republicans May Not 
Seriously Oppose It.

WASHINGTON, May 7. 
the Philippine situation is contemplated by 
the Democrats, and will soon be brought 
up in open Senate. The Democrats wili re- 
frain from attempting to prevent the bring- 
ing of the bill to a vote, but they will insist 
that the Philippine Committee shall go to 
the archipelago this Fall and shall con- 
tinue there the investigation which is now 
going on here. 

The Republicans have not yet been ad- 
vised of this intention on the part of the 
Democrats, and are not, therefore, able to 
say what their policy will be when the 
proposition is brought up. The Democrats, 
however, are confident that the Republic- 
ans will not seriously oppose it, and are 
quite sure that they can put it through. 
One of them will introduce a resolution in 
open Senate directing the continuance of 
the investigation in the Philippine Islands, 
and this resolution, they say, will be 
passed. 

It is intended that the committee shall 
begin its inquiry in the Philippines about 
the month of September. Practically the 
only difficulty in the way of preparing 
the resolution is the making of arrange- 
ments which will suit the convenience of 
the Senators composing the committee. 
The Democrats would like to have the in- 
vestigation begin immediately upon the 
adjournment of Congress, but it is realized 
that this will be a bad season of the year 
and that September is probably the earliest 
practicable date. They think that the com- 
mittee can easily conclude its work in the 
Philippines in time to get back here for the 
beginning of the next session. 

The Democrats consider that this will not 
only be a good tactical move, but that it 
will be one which the Republicans will 
hardly dare to oppose. The Democrats have 
been making strong efforts to get the tes- 
timony of men on the ground, but the Re- 
publicans have prevented them. giving as 
a reason that men cannot be summoned 
from their posts in the Philippines and 
taken away from their duties. 

This objection was raised when the Dem- 
ocrats tried to have Major Gardener, Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Tayabas, sum- 
moned. It was said that the Major's charges 
are now being investigated by a court of 
inquiry in the Philippines, and that the 
work of this court should not be broken 
into by summoning the principal witness to 
Washington. It was also argued that it 
would be an injustice to summon Gardener 
without also summoning the men whom he 
accused, which was obviously impractica- 
ble. The Democrats admit the force of 
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officers who, the: Democrats think, could 
properly 
summoned before the committee, but who 
are too far away. 

When Mr. Lodge was speaking in the 
Senate Monday he called attention to the 
fact that all the alleged outrages were at 
least a year old, and asked why the Demo- 
erats did not produce evidence of some re- 
cent outrages. Mr. Carmack, interruptinf, 
said that the reason was that under the 
rules of Mr. Lodge’s committee nobody 
could be summoned from the Philippines to 
tell about what is going on now. The Dem- 
ocrats argue that if the Republicans want 
proof of recent outrages or proof that no 
recent outrages have occurred, they should 
not object to the committee's going to the 
Philippines and finding out. 

Aside from this, the Democrats have 
been trying to secure the testimony of 
Emilio Aguinaldo. They have argued that 
in order to conduct a full investigation Mr. 
Lodge ought to get the Filipino side of the 
case. The answer to that has been that it 
is impossible to take a prisoner of war 
from’ the custody of Gen. Chaffee and 
bring him 8,000 miles merely to hear what 
he has to say. The Democrats say that 
nobody has yet denied that Aguinaldo’s tes- 
timony would be of some importance, and 
that the objections raised to summoning 
him would not hold if the committee went 
over to Manila and held a sitting within a 
few minutes’ walk of the place where 
Aguinaldo is confined. 

The same argument applies to other Fili- 

inos whom the Democrats are anxious to 
near. It does not apply to the Filipinos 
confined on the Island of Guam, and there 
has as yet been no proposition to send the 
committee there, although the Democrats 
are desirous of hearing what Mabini and 
others have to say for themselves. It is

It was reported J. P. Morgan was to 
be one of the party, but this is incorrect. 
President Schwab with Directors and 
Vice Presidents of the corporation, arrived 
this morning in Mr. Schwab's private car. 
They visited the Carnegie Steel Company's 
plants, and inspected plans for extensions 
and improvements. The site for the new 
tube mili will be decided upon during this 
trip, and plans for the expenditure of the 
$30,000,000 bond issue will be gone over. 


THE MORSE SYNDICATE PLANS. 


Reported to be After Plant Company's 
Nova Scotia Business.

AMESBURY, Mass., May 7.—It is rumored 
that the Morse syndicate, which now con- 
trols the various lines running to Maine 
port and St. John, N. B., is after the 
Piant Company's Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island business, for which it is 
willing, it is said, to pay $500,000. 

The property consists of the steamer 
Halifax and the company’s wharf prem- 
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ises at Charlottetown and Halifax. It] 
is believed that the line will be absorbed 
in a short time, and that Mr. Morse’s ambi- 
tion will not stop even there, but that the 
Yarmouth Line will also pass into his con- 
trol. If these consolidations come about, 
the Eastern Steamship Company will con- 
trol the ocean routes between this and the 
Maine ports, as well as provincial routes. 


HOPE FOR QUEEN WILHELMINA. 


Encouraging Bulletins Issued Yesterday 
—Anxiety Becoming Less Acute. 
THE HAGUE, May 8.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina’s physicians issued the following bul- 

letin yesterday morning: 

“Yesterday evening there was a very 
slight increase in the temperature of her 
Majesty, but she had a good night, and 
this morning there is a complete absence 
of fever. The patient's general condition 
is satisfactory.”’ 

The bulletin issued at 2 P.M. yesterday 
announced that the condition of her Majes- 
ty was “satisfactory up to the present.” 

The continued hopeful tenor of the bulle- 


tins is dissipating the acute anxiety re- 
garding the Queen's condition. 

The Prince Consort left the Palace yester- 
day for the first time since Sunday. 

John R. Planten, Consul General of the 
Netherlands in this city, yesterday received 
the following cablegram from the Foreign 
Office at The Hague: 

*“Queen’s condition satisfactory. No fe- 
ver.” 


CHICAGO BEEF TRUST BILL. 


Many Changes in Its Text Not to the 
Liking of the Packers.

CHICAGO, May 7.—United States Attor- 
ney Bethea returned from Washington to- 
day, but did not have the “ Beef bill’’ in 
his pocket. 

Many changes in the text of the bill are 
not all to the liking of the Chicago packers. 
Their relations with the railroads in the 
matter of rebates are set forth In the re- 
vised document, and the charge is made di- 
rect that an agreement has existed between 
the big firms and the railroads by which 
the former have profited at the expense of 
their lesser brethren in the trade in the 
matter of rates. : 

It is probable that the Government's pe- 
tition for an injunction will be heard before 
Judge Grosscup instead of before Judge 
Kohlsaat, who is tied up with a large num- 
ber of civil cases. The District Attorney 
will probably not lay the evidence in the 
case before the Federal Grand Jury, which 
meets next Tuesday. His belief is that civil 
action should take precedence of any crim- 
inal prosecution, though that may follow if 
the circumstances justify. There is a plan 
to reach the packers if they are shown to be 
acting in contravention of the statutes. It 
is to.seize their goods while in transit and 
thus strike a vital spot. 

An action to confiscate the goods of the 
offending companies could not be made a 
part of the injunction proceedings, but it 
could be started before or after the entry of 
a restraining order. 


TAYLOR ABDUCTION CASE. 


Why Extradition Proceedings Are De- 
layed—Missing Child and Her Aunt 
Located in Italy. 


WASHINGTON, May 7-—Gov. Nash of 
Onio has ed the State Department 
a request that Clara Taylor, now in Italy 
charged with the ‘abduction of her niece, 
Margaret Taylor, be arrested and returned 
to the United States for trial. The ques- 
tion of the disposition of the little girl has 
not yet been settled, and it is probable 
that this has restrained tle officials in 


prosecuting the extradition proceedings, 
as it is not deemed advisable to arrest the 
woman and leave the child without any 
guardian. 

The kidnapping of Margaret Taylor, 
which is %ne of the most extraordinary 
cases that have come within the notice of 
the Government, occurred in August, 1898. 
Never from that day until this week 
has it been known where the child was. 
Word came yesterday from Ambassador 
Choate, in London, that Ambassador Meyer, 
in Rome, had located the missing child 
and an aunt, Miss Clara Taylor, in Bor- 
dinghera, Italy. 

Margaret Taylor is the daughter of Al- 
bert V. Taylor, a manufacturer of signs, 
living in Cincinnati, Ohio. In 1893 he mar- 
ried an orphan girl in opposition to the 
wishes of his mother and two sisters, who 
never became reconciled to his choice. On 
Aug. 3, 1898, Margaret, their only four- 
year-old, went to visit her grandmother, 
Mrs. Francis L, Taylor, who resided with 
her daughters, Clara and Frances, in Cin- 
cinnati. When Mr. Taylor a week later 
went to get his daughter he found her and 
her Aunt Clara missing. 

He brought habeas corpus proceedings in 
the following September, but this action 
was dismissed. He then preferred charges 
of kidnapping and child-stealing against his 
mother, who was seventy-eight years old, 
and his sisters. His mother and sister 
Frances were indicted on both charges 
April 14, 1900, and found guilty of child- 
stealing, an offense punishable with a long 
term of imprisonment. 

Strong personal friendship exists between 
the Taylor family and Gov. Nash, and the 
latter on this ground, it is alleged, granted 
a reprieve to the two women on condition 
that they should not leave Franklin Coun- 
ty. in which is located Columbus, the State 
capital. Both mother and daughter main- 
tained that they did not know where the 
missing child and her aunt had gone. 


TO CLOSE STRAWBOARD DEAL. 


A Communication from New York to 
Chicago Officials Says the Mat- 


ter Is Ready.

CHICAGO, May 7.—Telegraphic communi- 
cation from New York this afternoon to of- 
ficials of the American Strawboard Com- 
pany conveyed the information that the 
long-pending deal for the consolidation of 
Strawboard interests was in a position to 
be closed. The terms of the offer were im- 
mediately issued to Strawboard stockhold- 
ers in a circular, as follows: 

“Stock to be exchanged in New York on 
May 29. Your committee will make the ex- 
change with the individual stockholders 
who have deposited their stock through the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company, as 
soon after that date as the stock can be 
subdivided and other arrangements made. 
Stockholders will receive for fractional 
shares of stock due them script certificates 
which will be redeemable in stock as they 
are aggregated to the amount of full 
shares.” 

Based on estimates one share of Straw- 
board stock should be worth in new pre- 
ferred, $43.20, in new common, $8.31.

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STOLEN PLANS RECOVERED 


Holland Submarine Boat Drawings 
Offered for Sale Here. 


Trapped by an Electrical Expert, Men 
Who Had the Prints Are Placed 
Under Arrest. 


Detective Sergeants O'Connell and Pep- 
perted of Capt. Titus’s staff yesterday 


, made an important arrest in the apprehen- 


sion of two San Francisco men, one of 
whom is charged with stealing the blue 
prints of the original plans of the Hol- 
land submarine boat and attempting to sell 
the same in this city. 

The prisoners described themselves 
George H. Peters, twenty-six years old, of 
232 West Forty-third Street, and John 
Graham, forty-nine years old, a dealer in 
mines and real estate at 49 Broadway, and 
living at the Rossmore Hotel, Broadway 
and Forty-second Street. 

According to the detectives Peters was 
employed in a confidential capacity in the 
office of the Holland Torpedo Boat Com- 
pany and the Union Iron Works, in San 
Francisco, acting as stenographer and 
clerk to the managers of the consolidated 
companies. On April 18, the detectives al- 
lege, he gave up his position and left San 
Francisco, taking with him the original 
blue prints of the drawings of the Holland 
submarine boat. 

These blue prints had been in the hands 
of the officials of the Navy Department at 
Washington, where they were being care- 
fully inspected by experts. They had just 
been returned to San Francisco when 
Peters, it is alleged, managed to get hold of 
them. Knowing the value of the prints 
he was aware, the detectives say, that he 
could realize a large sum on them, but 
he feared to attempt negotiations in San 
Francisco. 

Shortly before he left San Francisco 
Peters met Graham, and the two started 
for this city. A day or so after their ar- 
rival here they, as alleged, inserted ad- 
vertisements in the newspapers offering 
the blue prints for sale. T. W. Brady ot 
100 Broadway. who is an electrical expert 
connected with the Elizabethport (N. J.) 
works of the Holland Torpedo Boat Com- 
pany, noticed the advertisements and no- 
tified the company at San Francisco. He 
then immediately entered into correspond- 
ence with the advertisers. 

Peters, it is said, kept under cover, leavy- 
ing the matter of disposing of the prints 
to Graham. The latter met Brady at 
the Metropole Hotel by appointment on 
Tuesday afternoon. Graham, according 
to his accusers, explained that he had the 
complete set of the blue prints of the plans 
of oA Holland submarine boat, including 
the plans of the entire machinery. He said 
that he wanted $3,000 for the set, but Brady 
would not agree to pay any money until he 
had seen the drawings. 

They met again in the Metropole Hotel 
yesterday, where Graham ha hired a 
room, He told Brady that he was staying 
there, but as a matter of fact, the de- 
tectives said, he only hired the room for 
the purpose of showing the drawings. 

Before Brady went to the hotel he visited 
Police Headquarters and explained the case 
to Detective Sergeants O'Connell and Pep- 
perted. They went to the hotel and got a 
room adjoining that in which Brady and 
Graham met. When the latter arrived at 
the Metropole he had only a few of the 
blue prints with him. Bra insisted upon 
seeing the entire set, whereupon Graham 
told him that they had been sent to Haeg- 
er’'s Storage Warehouse, at Thirty-fourt 
Street and Bighth Avenue. There it was 
learned that a man who said he was James 
Forsythe had deposited the drawings. They 
were in a long box. 

After Brady promised to pay_ $3,000 for 
the blue prints Graham insisted upon re- 
ceiving the money in cash. Brady told 
him that he had written out a check but 
that he would go to the New Amsterdam 
Bank with him and cash the check. The 
two then left the hotel, followed by the 
detectives, and when the bank was reached 
Graham was placed under arrest. Peters 
was found near by, and he was also taken 
into custody. Both were locked up at Po- 
lice Headquarters charged with bringing 
stolen property into the State and attempt- 
ing to dispose of it. 

Peters admitted stealing the blue prints, 
the detectives asserted, and said that Gra- 
ham had nothing to do with the theft. The 
latter denied that he was implicated in 
any way in the alleged theft, and said he 
simply acted as an agent for Peters, who 
said nothing to him as to how he came into 
possession of the drawings. 


OPPOSITION 1 TO COL. DADY. 


A Reorganization Meeting In His Dis- 
trict—Brooklyn Leader Planning for 
Col. Duval to Succeed Him. 

The first attempt at the reorganization of 
the Republican Party in Kings County 
came last night at a meeting in Col. Dady's 
district, held in the Athenaeum, at Clinton 
Street and Atlantic Avenue. Although the 
name of Michael J. Dady was not men- 
tioned at the meeting, those present are 
known as his opponents. The Chairman cf 
the meeting, Thomas O'Neill, was em- 
powered to appoint 4 committee of 98 to 
confer with a committee of 250 appointed 
last week by the Young Republican Club of 
Brooklyn. An Advisory Committee of thirty- 
five was aiso named to act as an Assembiy 

District Committee. . 

Mr. Dady again announced yesterday that 
he was going to retire from the leadership 
of the district. His resignation will be 
tendered and acted upon at a meeting to be 
held at the First Assembly District Club at 
151 Schermerhorn Street to-night. It was 
also announced that Mr. Dady had chosen 
his own successor, who, according to Mr. 
Dady and his friends, will be Col. Horace 
Cc. Duval. 
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ERROR IN A STATE LINE. 


Territory Now in Wyoming May Be 
Rightfully Part of Colorado.

DENVER, Col., May 7.—Engineers of the 
Topographic Survey have discovered that 
the Colorado-Wyoming State line for more 
then a hundred miles in the western part of 
the two States is about three miles within 
Colorado territory. It is said that when the 
boundary was established the surveyors 
found it impossible to cross the Medicine 
Bow Range, and after making a detour and 
taking up the line further west they made 
an error of three miles. 

It is said that the people in the disputed 
district are anxious to have the line deter- 
mined, as they are confident they will be- 
come citizens of Colorado. Two thriving 
towns, Baggs and Driscon, and a rich — 
of agricultural and grazing land, assess 
at nearly $1,000,000, are involved.

THE NEW ELECTRIC GUN. 


Birkeland’s Invention May Be 
Able to Throw Two Tons 
Ninety Miles. 


BERLIN, May 7.—Prof. K. Birkeland, the 
‘Norwegian physicist, has been in Berlin 
recently for the purpose of demonstrating 
the powers of his electro-magnetic gun be- 
fore a number of experts in electrical ar- 
tillery. 

The results of the demonstration have 
been so convincting that a firm of artillery 
manufacturers has offered to buy the in- 
vention for immediate exploitation, pro- 
vided that Prof. Birkeland will increase the 
length of the piece used in the trials, so that 
it will throw a projectile weighing two tons 
a distance of twelve miles. The experiments 
have so far been conducted upon a smaller 
scale. 

Theoretically, Prof. Birkeland’s gun can 
throw a projectile weighing two tons a dis- 
tance of ninety miles, or even further, by 
sufficiently prolonging the _ tube. The 
principle upon whicn the gun acts has not 
made public, but it is known that 
the projectile is expelled from an ordinary 
castiron tube thickly wrapped with copper 
wire. This tube can, of course, be made 
more cheaply than the cannon now in use. 
No explosive gases result from the dis- 
charge of the new gun. 

Prof. Birkeland’s invention has created 
intense interest among technical observers, 
some of whom are of the opinion that the 
new gun signifies a greater revolution in 
fighting material than that brought about 
by the discovery of gunpowder.

JEWISH SABBATH QUESTION. 


Plan to Transfer the Holy Day to Sun- 
day Discussed at the Rabbis’ Con- 


ference at New Orleans.

NEW ORLEANS, May 7.—The question 
of the transfer of the Jewish Sabbath to the 
Christian Sunday engrossed the attention 
of the American Conference of Rabbis to- 
day, and the most. important and interest- 
ing session in the course of the meeting 
resulted. The idea had its opponents and 
advocates—the opponents basing their argu- 
ments upon creed and the advocates theirs 
upon the necessities of the times. 

Those who opposed the plan declared that 
such a move would admit the truth of the 
Resurrection and be a heavy blow to the 
historic faith of the sons of Israel. They 
admitt-d that many Jewish men did not 
observe the Sabbath, leaving the observ- 
ance to the women and children, but urged 
that every effort be made to correct this 
shortcoming instead of surrendering to the 
proposal to utilize the Christian Sunday as 
the day for worship. 

The supporters of the transfer plan held 
that there was no Jewish Sabbath as mat- 


ters now stood. Its non-observance, they 
said, made it a mockery of the term. They 
claimed that in transferring the Sabbath to 
Sunday there would be no surrender of 
faith, as the Christian world had no Sab- 
bath. It was the Lord's day. Sunday and 
the a were not the same institution 
at all. 

So earnest was the debate and so mani- 
fest was the desire of every rabbi in at- 
terdance to be heard that the question was 
made the order of business for to-morrow, 
and a decision may not be reached before 
Friday. 

Rabbi Jacob Voorsanger of San Francisco, 
who read a paper on “ The Sabbath Ques-~ 
tion,’’ was opposed to the plan. 


THE REV. DR. RIGGS DECLINES. 


Announces He Will Not Leave Auburn 
Theological Seminary for McCor- 
mick, Chicago.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 7.—The Rev. 
Dr. James Riggs of Auburn Theological 
Seminary has declined an appointment of 
New Testament Literature and Exegesis 
in McCormick Seminary, Chicago. 

The announcement was made at the 
morning prayer service at the seminary to- 
day by President Stewart, who read a let- 
ter which he said had been sent by Dr. 
Riggs to the Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls and 
Cyrus H. McCormick. In this letter Dr. 
Riggs says that after a careful considera- 
tion of the needs of Auburn Seminary and 
of McCormick Seminary and his own per- 
sonality, as related to each, he has come 
to the conclusion that it is his duty to re- 
main here. 


RAILROAD BUYS COAL LANDS. 


The Louisville and Nashville Secures 
25,000 Acres, Getting Ahead of 
the Southern.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 7.—A personal 
friend of M. H. Smith, President of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, stated 
here to-day that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Road had purchased 25,000 acres of 
the coal lands for an entrance to which 
the Louisville and Nashville and the South- 
ern Road are now fighting. The lands pur- 
chased Me in the Middlesborough district, 
and are believed to be the finest of all the 
Kentucky and Tennessee coal fields. The 
informant recently went over the land with 
President Smith, and was ‘old of the pur- 
chase at that time.

SENATOR HANNA TRIES 


TO AVERT COAL STRIKE | 


He Cables J. P. Morgan for Con- 
cessions to Anthracite Miners. 


The General Executive Committee of 
the United Mine Workers Continues 


Its Session Until To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 
SCRANTON, Penn., May 7.—News  be- 
lieved to be perfectly reliable was received 


here to-night to the effect that Senator 


Hanna has cabled J. Pierpont Morgan, ask- ; 


ing him to insist upon the coal operators 
granting the miners some slight conces- 
sions, and the officers of the United Mine 
Workers are awaiting Mr. Morgan's reply. 

If concessions be granted, the victory will 
be due to the kind offices of Mr. Hanna 
and to the disposition of Mr. Morgan to 
oblige the Senator from Ohio. 

The effect of this news has already had 
a marked effect upon the people of Scran- 
ton, whe by some mysterious means 
learned of the latest mnove almost as soon 
as the members of the executive boards. 
It was stated that the operators are will- 
ing to establish fixed conditions for. min- 
ing, and to receive delegations from the 
miners without regard to their affiliation 
with organized labor. The demand to 
fixed wages for specified periods will also 
be agreed to. 

This announcement is belleved to almost 
guarantee that there will be no strike, un- 
less Mr. Morgan shall refuse absolutely to 
act, which it is believed here is extremely 
unlikely. A canvass of the Executive 
Boards made by men representing an in- 
terest that cannot be denied discloses that 
nineteen men are opposed to a strike at 
this time, three are for an immediate 
strike, and six will vote whichever way 
John Mitchell advises. President Mitchell, 
however, still seems unwilling to believe 
that concessions will be made. 

‘‘Had your telephone talk with Chicago 
this morning any bearing upon the situa- 
tion here?’ President Mitchell was asked. 

‘“‘No, I was talking about a little strike 
of soft coal at Marion, Ill.,"" he said. , 

‘It is reported in Wall Street that a ten- 
der of 5 per cent. has been made, and that 
you have offered to take 714.” 

‘* Wall Street is full of rumors and press 
agents who can and do scatter all sorts of 
rumors. I tell you that all negotiations 
are off, no proposition has been made, and 
I do not entertain the most remote idea 
that any concessions will be made.”’ 

The General Executive Committee was in 
session twice to-day, nearly six hours in all, 
and after adjourning for the day author- 
ized the publication of the following state- 
ment: 

“The Executive Committees of the three 
districts in the anthracite field are can- 
vassing the entire coal situation very care- 
fully. No decision has been reached, and 
the committees will meet at 9 o'clock to- 
morrow morning for a further discussion 
of the issue.”’

The attitude of 
President Baer and the other anthracite 
Presidents was not stated. 


WAITING FOR THE MINERS. 


Members of the Arbitration Committee 
of the Civic Federation Within 
Easy Reach. 


Frank P. Sargent of the 
Committee of the National Civic Federa- 
tion, who was stopping at the Herald 
Square Hotel and had been hoping that the 
services of the committee might be asked 
to arbitrate the anthracite coal miners’ 
troubles at the last moment, went to AIl- 


hany yesterday. He is expected to return 
to-day and will wait until he hears a de- 
cision from the convention at Scranton. 
Before he went away he had a talk with 
Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the Civic 
Federation. 

Mr. Easley said that there was nothing 
the Federation could do in the matter. 
Any news that would come now would 
come from Scranton. It is understood that 
the members of the Arbitration Committee 
can be easily reached in case their services 
are asked for. Secretary Easley would say 
nothing on this point. 

More rumors came in on the tickers in 
Wall Street yesterday about alleged con- 
cessions being made to the miners at the 
last moment. One rumor, which was re- 
ported several times, was to the effect 
that an advance of 5 per cent. would be 
granted and that on the basis of this con- 
cession there would be no strike. 

President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad said: 

“TIT know of no concessions and there is 
nothing in these rumors of concessions. [ 
will know no more than you do until the 
news comes from Scranton.” 

*“Do you believe there will be a strike?” 

“TT cannot answer that question. No one 
knows what the miners will do.” 

Mr. Truesdale was asked if the companies 
were preparing for a strike, and replied 
that the mines were — There was 
nothing to be said on that subject. 

President Olyphant of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company said: 

“T have no news from Scranton, but I 
am composing my soul in peace. I do not 
know the inner workings of the Miners’ 
Executive Committee, and therefore can 
make no predictions. Wall Street appears 
confident.”’ 

G. W. Perkins of J. Pierpont Morgan & 
Co. said: ‘‘I have telephoned to President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers that 
I never said there would be no strike. 
We all hope the matter will be amicably 
settled.”’ 

It was stated in this city yesterday that 
if a strike is decided on it will not be 
announced publicly until the miners have 
actually quit work. President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers, it was remarked 
by some persons, did not look very much 
depressed when he left New York. From 
his manner it looked as if he still had a 
faint hope of a settlement.

In the United 
States, he maintained, a serious problem 
confronted the Government—the negro 
problem and we might better try to solve 
that than to hunt for trouble in the Phil- 
ippines. 

“ Throughout the South,” said he, “ there 
is a horror hanging over every household 
for this awful fear of rapine. And yet you 
turn your back upon it and mare¢h to the 
East, where you murder and butcher and 
torture the poor Filipinos. And you are 
Going all this in the name of Christianity 
and humanity and liberty. I can the 
hypocrisy oozing out of you 
{Laughter. } 

“You are taunting us about our treat- 
ment of the negroes of the South, hoping at 
the same time that we wil! not interfere 
with your game of deviltry in the Philip- 
pines. We hope you will help us of the 
South to get rid of the threat of negro 
domination which hangs over us like the 
sword of Damocles. Lynchings will con- 
tinue as long as those fiends attack our 
Wives and daughters.” 

Mr. Burton (Kan.) said it was the evident 
purpose of Mr. Tillman in his speech to 
give color to the statements made hereto- 
fore that a Republican Administration had 
inaugurated a policy of brutality unparai- 
Jeled in history.

Dispatch from Adjt. Gen. Henry Tells 
of Aid to One Failed Firm. 

The name of H. H. Henry, a member of 
the failed firm of Henry Brothers & Co., 
was withdrawn yesterday from the list of 
nominees for membership of the Govern- 
ing Committee of the New York Stock Ex- 
change.

This dispatch confirms a report circulated 
yesterday to the effect that a syndicate of 
friends of the members of Henry Bros. & 
Co. had been formed to help them out. Mr.

WENT TO ASYLUM TO DIE. 


Henry King, Once Inmate of Foundling 
Institution, Returns and Tries 
to Poison Himself. 

A man giving his name as Henry King, 
and who said he is thirty years old and 
lives at 727 Lexington Avenue, attempted 
to commit suicide last night while in the 
vestibule of the New York Foundling Asy- 
lum, in Sixty-eighth Street, by taking mor- 
phine. He was taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where it is said he will recover. 

King, it is said, was brought up tn. the 
Asylum, and is the man who some eight 
months ago brought an action in the Su- 
preme Court to compel the Mother Superior 
of the asylum to produce the records of the 
institution that he might ascertain who his 
parents were. He declares he was placed 
in the asylum when but a tiny baby, but 
that since he has secured certain informa- 
tion, which he guards jeaiously, regarding 
his parentage. 

At the asylum last night it was said that 
the man was there almost every day. Yes- 
terday he called there, late in the after- 
noon. He asked to see the Mother Su- 
perior, but this was refused him. He 
stayed about the vestibule for a time and 
then teok a bottle of morphine from his 
pocket and swallowed a quantity of it. 

At the hospital he gave as his nearest 
friend A. C. Albertson of 517 West One 
Hundred and Fifty-first Street. Albertson, 
who is a chemist, when seen at his home 
later, said that King was not a friend of 
his particularily, but that he had employed 
and helped him from time to time. 

King had told him, he said, of his bein 
the son of wealthy parents, that he ha 
been placed in the asylum, and taken from

He Tells State Civil Employes If This 
Were Great Britain the City Ad- 
ministration Would Resign. 

The Board of Directors of the Association 
of Civil Employes of the State of New 
York tendered a dinner last night at the 
Hotel St. Denis to Dr. Matthew F. Eigas, 
who recently retired from the Presidency of 
the organization. One hundred members of 
the association were present, and after a 
set of engrossed resolutions were read and 
presented to the retired President, speeches 
were made by Senator McCarren of Brook- 
lyn, George McAneny, Secretary of the Mu- 
nicipal Civil Service Commission, and Elliot 
H. Goodwin, Secretary of the Civil Service 

Reform Association. 

@Mr. McAneny, in the course of his speech 
said that the civil service employes were 
gradually moving toward a better condi- 
tion of things in the municipal depart- 
ment, approaching real civil service re- 
form. He dwelt at tength on the question 
of retirement, which the association is 
greatly interested in and js trying to secure 
proper legislative action toward its accom- 
plishment. He thought that it was a possi- 
bility of the future. 

Senator McCarrén said, in part, that the 
Stage should treat its employes with the 
same amount of fairness which the employe 
receives from private commercial indus- 
tries. He thought there were still many 
ridiculous features extant in the civil serv- 
ice system which might be eliminated for 
the good of the city, State, and country. 

“Whenever the British Government 
finds,’’ he said “ that they have failed in a 
policy, they immediately abandon it. If 
that scheme was rife in this city, we would 
see the present reform administration in the 
city resigning, as does the Ministry in Great 
Britain when they have failed to carry out 
a policy important to the Government.”

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 

Discussing’ the condition of the iron and 
metal trades, The Iron Age will to-day say: 

The markets in raw materials are quiet 
cause there is exceedingly little offering for 
early delivery. The balance seems still to be 
against consumers, who are pressing to a mod- 
erate extent for additional supplies. The effect 
is an exceedingiy strong market, with a rising 
tendency. 

In pig iron little relief is in sight for the early 
future. There are reports of sales of foreign 


pig, emanating chiefly from England. They refer 
to a sale of 5,000 tons of Hematite pig, to a 
sale of a round quantity of special low phos- 
phorus iron, and to a moderate quantity of 
Scotch pig. It looks as though our market were 
getting close to the point at which larger quan- 
tities might be brought in. Some American tron 
in store in England is being offered, but above 
the market. 

Some business has been done in Chicago and 
in the central West in foreign billets and sheet 
bars. In the case of billets of guaranteed special 
analysis the increased duty due to the higher 
valuation is a bar to business. 

There is a good deal of inquiry for foreign 
structural material. Although the cost figures 
out in the neighborhood of 1.70 cents per pound, 
duty paid, which is considerably below actual 
selling price here, the business is not easy to put 
through because of the difficulties relating to 
sections, &c. 

Considering the heavy sales of finished iron 
and steel made during the late Winter and 
Spring, the demand keeps up suprisingly well. 
Large interests, who had begun to catch up in 
thenr orders to some extent, find that the daily 
requirements are rather against immediate re- 
lief. The tonnage of structural material which 
continues to come up is very heavy, and the 
plate trade, East and West, is so fully em- 
ployed that new work is difficult to piace. The 
Western bar miiis received considerably more 
orders after the April advance than they ex- 
pected, 

There is a good deal of uneasiness about the 
labor situation. The danger of a strike among 
the miners in the anthracite fields Goes not 
directly affect more than a relatively smal! part 
of the iron trade, but it may prove troublesome 
by putting fresh pressure on the coke makers 
by the diversion of furnaces and founders from 
hard coal to coke. 

The trouble among the puddlers in Central 
Pennsylvania may develop some scarcity in bars, 
skelp, and other rolling mill products in the 
Eastern section of the country. 

In different parts of the country the molders 
and core makers are on strike. 

Fimally, there is looming up the possibility of 
interference with the production of pig iron in 
the central West through the demands of the

The report shows that the mileage was 
increased by 469 miles, most of this due to 
the acquisition of the Mexican, Monterey 
and Gulf.

The crop of staple food go 
of the country, corn, wheat, and beans, 
was considerably less in 1901 than in 1900, 
The shortage ot crops was so great over 
the Republic generally that the Govern- 
ment removed the import duty on corn 
and wheat during the last three months of 
the year in order to obtain a supply from 
the United States. These conditions, 
coupled with the low price of silver in 
1901, naturally affected importations, which 
were considerably less than during the 
previous year." 

The earnings since the ist of November 
have shown a marked increase over the 
previous year, and these conditions have 
continued to the time of the printing of 
the report. This is taken to mean that the 
unfavorable conditions of the previous six- 
teen months are giving way to better times. 
During the year 1901 fourteen new manu- 
facturing concerns were established along 
the line of the road outside the City of 
Mexico.

Appellate Division of the 
Court Unanimously Sustains De- 


Supreme 


cision of the Lower Court. 


ALBANY, May 7.—The judgment of con- 
viction in the Supreme Court, Albany Coun- 
ty, of Thomas J. Diamond, ex-Police Cap- 
tain of New York City, for violating his 
duty as a public officer in permitting a dis- 
orderly house conducted by Lena Schmidt 
to remain open was to-day affirmed in the 
Appellate Division of the $upreme Court, 
Third Department. Diamond was __ fined 
$1,000, which he paid, and as a result of 
the conviction was dismissed from the po- 
lice force. In his appeal, which was argued 
at the last term of the court, he asked that 
the judgment of conviction be set aside and 
that he be granted a new trial. The court 
unanimously sustained the proceedings in 
the lower court. 

Justice Kellogg held to be unfounded the 
claim of the appellant that the refusal of 
the lower court io permit him to inspect the 
Grand Jury minutes was in violation of his 
statutory rights, and the court was within 
its discretion in such refusal. Regarding 
the claim that the lower court erred in per- 
mitting the trial without a preliminary ex- 

+ amination before Magistrate the Justice 
ruled that ‘‘the Grand Jury court of 
original inquiry and nowhere by word or in- 
ference’is the scope of inquiry limited to 
cases where a preliminary examination has 
been held before a Magistrate.’ The opin- 
ion further said: 

“The contention that the 
refusing to advise the jury to 
cause of an insufficiency of evidence is 
founded. The two witnesses for the people 
testified to so many pertinent and material 
facts bearing upon the defendant's know!- 
edge of the character of the which 
if untrue might have been easily disproved 
by other witnesses and was that the 
jury might well have given full creden t 
their testimony, though it 
mony of admitted prostitutes. 

“Their testimony was denied by 
and that Gefendant willfully omitted to take 
the steps it was his duty to take to repress 
the maintenance of a house of prostitution 
is abundantly shown. He did not arrest the 
proprietor, neither did he disclose to any 
superior or to any Magistrate or to the Dis- 
trict Attorney any of the facts of which he 
Was possessed. Instead of using the facts 
to repress the crime of Maintaining a house 
of prostitution he apparently repressed the 
facts. He kept them to himself, hoarded 
them, concealed them from all the officials 
who had power to suppress the crime even 
if defendant had not—he did more; he 
weekly reported to his superiors ‘that this 
house was not a house of prostitution when 
he knew that it was. 

“On Feb. 25 a letter from the District At- 
torney’s office informing him that this was 
a disorderly house was referred to the de- 
fendant, who replied that ‘he could obtain 
no evidence of any violation of the law 
thereat.’ This from the testimony the ju- 
rors had a right to believe false as they also 
had a right to believe the weekly reporis 
to be false. Through his own inspection of 
the house, his conversations with the pro- 
prietor, the officers he kept posted in front 
of the house day and night, the officers in 
citizens’ clothes who so frequently visited 
the house, the defendant was presumably 
possessed of facts sufficient to prove the 
crime it was his duty to suppress, The con- 
tention of his counsel! that his duty did not 
extend to the suppression of houses of pros- 
titution in his precinct, because the main- 
tenance of such a house is a crime under 
the Penal Code, and not enumerated as a 
crime in the charter, is not tenable.

District Attorney Calls Rule 45 Q, Rela- 
tive to Note Books, a Boomerang 
to the “ System.” 

Commenting on his work in bringing Po- 
lice Captains to justice, District Attorney 
Jerome said vesterday that Rule 45 Q. 
the Police Departinent is the longest, sharp- 
est, and best weapon in his hands 

45 Q. that policemen must carry 
note books, in which they are to keep not 
only the happenings while 
post, but what they know about 
where it is suspected that the law 
ing violated. In reporting to the Sergeant 
at the desk, or the Captain, these 
must be transcribed. If they are not, it is 
the fault of the man in charge and not of 
the officer. The Captain has the 
lunity to know what his men are doing, 
and they have their own protection against 
him. Mr. Jerome said that the rule was 
originally made as a help to the “ system,’ 
but had proved a boomerang. 

“How would it look?”’, said the District 
Attorney. “if Capt. Westervelt, when in 
charge of the Church Street Station, had 
a record on his books that four plain- 
clothes men were playing cards in a Dey 
Street place, when it was raided, and how 
would it look if it should be shown that 
these same four policemen were stationed 
in front of the Dey Street place at the 
time they were playing cards.” 


FOR THREE POLICE PLATOONS. 


Citizens’ Union Committee Favorable— 
Its Report Not Adopted for 
Lack of a Quorum. 

The City Committee of the Citizens’ 
Union met last evening at the headquar- 
ters of the Union on Union Square for the 
purpose of considering a report of the 
Executive Committee on the relative merits 
of the two platoon system and the three 
platoon system for the police The 
committee reporicd that its investigation 
of the working of the two systems had led 
it to the conclusion that the three platoon 
system was calculaied to give the better 
results. A motion was made to adupt the 
report of the committee, but the opponents 
of the three platoon system made the mo- 

tion of no quorum. 

President Cutting, who was in the chair, 
tuled that in the absence of a quorum no 
action could be taken by the meeting. By 
general agreement an informal discussion 
cn the merits of the three platoon system 
was then held. Timothy Healy, J. J. Young, 
and August Stebbins made addresses fa- 
Aorable to the three platoon systuin. 

Before the meeting adjourned it was 
agreed that the Executive Committee 
should continue its investigation of the 
guestion, and that the Chairman of the 
committee, Francis C. Huntington, should 
attend the hearing before the Mayor to- 
morrow, when arguments for and against 
the three platoon system will be made. 
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A POLICE PROMOTION ORDERED. 


Patrolman to be Made a Sergeant, De- 
spite Corporation Counsel’s Plea. 
Justice O'Gorman, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, issued a writ of peremptory 
mandamus commanding Commissioner 
Partridge to appoint Patrolman John M. 


| 


O’Rourk a Police Sergeant. It was con- 
tended in behalf of O’Rourk that the re- 
vised charter provided that patrolmen act- 
ing as Detective Sergeants on April 1, 1901, 
should by operation of law become Ser- 
geants. He said that O’Rourk was the only 
patrolman so acting on April 1, 1901, and 
was, therefore, entitled to the promotion. 
In opposing O’Rourk’s application for the 
writ, the Corporation Counsel urged that 
the law was unconstitutional. In granting 
the writ Justice O'Gorman said: 

* The respondent's opposition is based en- 
tirely upon the alleged unconstitutionality 
of the law, upon which the relator relies, 
but with the respondent's views in this con- 
nection I cannot agree.” 


THE CHURCHILL CHARGES. 


Specifications Prepared by Mr. Sandford 
Delivered to Col. Partridge. 
Charges against Sergt. Churchill, the 
specifications being drawn up by Assistant 
District Attorney Sandford, were delivered 
yesterday afternoon to Commissioner Part- 
ridge. The charges against the Sergeant 
are founded on evidence gathered during 
the raid of Inspector Cross in the Eldridge 
Street part of the Sergeant's precinct while 
he was acting Captain at the Fifth Street 

Station. 

The charges against Churchill include the 
existence of thirty disorderly houses, ten 
liquor stores, false reports and improper 
statements to reporters, which “ tended to 
insubordination.’’ Among other things the 
Sergeant, while acting as a Captain, le re- 
ported to have stated that Inspector Cross 
was a *“‘ wolf in sheep's clothing.” 

Speaking of the Churchill charges, the 
District Attorney said that they would in 
no way affect the charges against Capt. 
Gannon other than that there would be a 
little delay, as he preferred to bring one 
case to trial at a time. The case of Capt. 
Herlihy is on the calendar for trial before 
Justice Scott in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court on May 15. 


POLICE MUST PAY TO RIDE. 


Appellate Division Denies Firemen’s 
Rights to Free Transportation. 
ALBANY, May 7.—The Appellate Divis- 
ion, Third Department, has handed down 
a decision declaring that policemen and 
firemen are public officials and that they 
come within the law which prohibits pub- 
officials riding upon passes or receiving 
free transportation because of the fact 
that they are connected with the adminis-

SUGAR TRUST INVESTIGATION. 
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Manuel Rionda, a New York Sugar 
Broker, Examined by the Senate 
Committee on Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Manuel Rionda, 
a member of the sugar brokerage firm of 
Czarnikow, MacDougall & Co. of New York 
and London, was before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Relations with Cuba to-day. He 
estimated the annual product of the inde- 
pendent sugar refineries of the United 
States at 536,048 tons, and said that his 
firm sells more Cuban sugars to the in- 
dependent refineries than to the trust. 
He presented a statement of sales of Cuban 
sugar for the present year, showing that 
he had sold less than 5,000 tons to the 
trust for that period. 

Senator Platt asked what would be the 
effect of a reduction of the duty on Cuban 
sugar, and the witness replied that the 
Cuban seller would receive the entire ben- 
efit. He did not believe that the American 
Sugar Refining Company would get any of 
the benefits of a concession. ‘The effect 
upon Cuban sugars in case there should 
be no reduction in the duty would be dis- 
astrous, he said, because those who have 
made advances on Cuban sugar to the ex- 
tent of one and one-half cents per pound 
would call all their loans in for fear the 
price would go lower, and it is to be feared 
that a panic would ensue. 

George I. Bryson, newspaper editor and 
Commissioner of Deeds of Havana, gave 
the names of a number of large sugar plan- 
tutions in Cuba which are owned by Ameri- 
cans, In addition to the large plantations 
held by Americans. Mr. Bryson said there 
were probably 100 smaller plantations held 
in the island by Americans. He estimated 
that 2O per cent. of the sugar production 
of the island is controlled by Spanish citi- 
sens, and that more than one-half of the 
sugar of the island is produced by Amerl- 
can citizens and American corporations. 
He knew of no large plantations in Cuba 
which are owned by Cuban citizens, There 
were hundreds of small Cuban planters. 

Mr. Bryson said much of the sugar pro- 
cuced by Cubans is grown by Peons or 
Colonos, who get only what the planter on 
whose estate they are located sees fit to 
give them. He @id not think as a rule they 
would receive auy benefit from an increase 
in the price of sugar. 

Oscar W. Conner, advertising agent for 
the American Coffee Company, was ques- 
tioned by Senator Teller concerning a 
pamphlet entitled ‘“ Facts about Cuba,” 
which the witness said he had compiled, 
advocating a reduction of the duty on 
sugar. He had consulted Mr, Havemeyer 
about getting it up, the object being to 
counteract the effect of charges against 
the Sugar Trust. He said that he had had 
many of these articles reprinted in * patent 
inside ** papers, paying tor their insertion, 
but that he had never had them printed in 
other papers. 


SECRETARY ROOT’S ANSWER. 


Orders for the Conduct of the Samar 
Campaign—Reconcentration Or- 
der Issued by Gen. Beil. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—Secretary Root 
has made the following response to the 
liouse resolution calling for copies of all 
orders sent to Gen. Smith and other of- 
ficers relative to the campaign in Samar: 
‘* No orders or instructions have been for- 
warded to the commanding military officer 
in the Philippine Islands relating to the 
conduct of military operations in the Island 
of Samar, or relating to the campaign of 
Gen. Jacob H. Smith in said island, except 
the ‘instructions for the government of 
armies of the United States in the field,’ 
approved and promulgated by command 
of President Abraham Lincoln in General 
Order No. 100, of 1863, a copy of which is 
annexed hereto, and which have been fol- 
lowed and contormed to by all orders made 
in the Philippines in respect of that cam- 
paign *o far as the same have been re- 

ceived at the War Department. 

“It has not been deemed wise or prac- 
licable to interfere from Washington with 
the conduct of military operations on the 
other side of the world under conditions 
and exigencies which the competent and 
faithful officers commanding the Division 
of the Philippines necessarily understand 
far better than is possible for the War De- 
partment.” 

Secretary Root also to-day submitted to 
the Senate an answer to the resolution of 
May 1 calling for copies of any orders 
issued by Gen. Bell relative to reconcen- 
iration in Batangas and of the orders 
issued by Gen. Smith to Major Waller and 
set up by the latter in his defense before 
the court-martial. 

The Secretary submits two orders by Gen. 
Bell, dated Dec. 8 and 9 last. In the first 
Gen. Bell refers to the treachery of the na- 
tives, to their use of infernal machines, 
and to their constant violation of all the 
rules of civilized warfare. Therefore he 
declares he is reluctantly obliged to avail 
himself of the right of retaliation under 
General Order 100. A policy of forbear- 
ance, he says, has been interpreted by 
many as an evidence of weakness and fear 
on the part of the army. 

He announces that wherever prisoners or 
unarmed or defenseless Americans or na- 
tives friendly to the United States Govern- 
ment are murdered or assassinated for po- 
litical reasons it is his purpose to execute 
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e of war who shall be selected by

y Abraham Lincoln and “ was a contri- 
bution to civilization of great and recog- 
nized value.”’ 

Another order transmitted is one by 
Major Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, dated Manila, 
March 24, 1902, upon the condition of the 
natives collected in the concentration 
camps, from which it appears that they 
were well fed, helpful, and contented. Gen. 
Wheaton expresses the belief that the 
camps can be broken up within sixty days. 
It is indorsed by Gen, Chaffee. 

The Secretary denies knowledge of any 
crder issued by Gen. Smith to Major Wai- 
ler such as was referred to in the court- 
martial. 


GEN. CHAFFEE TO MEET MOROS. 


He Starts for Mindanao, Where a Con- 
ference Will Be Held with Sul- 


tans and Dattos. 

MANILA, May 7.—Gen. Chaffee sailed to- 
day on the transport Ingalls for the Lanao 
district of the Island of Mindanao. Gen. 
Davis telegraphed that he thought the 
presence of the Military Governor of the 
Philippines would have a favorable effect 
on the prominent Moros, and Gen. Chaffee 
immediately replied by going. He has or- 
dered Gen, Davis to arrange a_conference 
with the prominent surviving Sultans and 
Dattos. 

A post will be established at Camp Vick- 
ars, where the troops now are. 

Little information can be obtained con- 
cerning the wounded Americans. Gen. 
Da vis thinks only two or three amputations 
will be necessary, and that few deaths are 
likely to occur.

New Measure Introduced Authorizing 
the President to Select a Route— 
Cost Fixed at $180,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—Senator Hoar 
to-day introduced a new Isthmian Canal 


bill, leaving to the President the selection 


of a route. The bill is brief, merely pro- 
viding that ‘it shall be the duty of the 
President of the United States, as soon as 
the same can economically and conven- 
iently be done, to cause to be excavated 
and constructed a canal of such depth and 
capacity as will be _ sufficient or the

The aggregate cost of the 
canal is fixed at $180,000,000, and $10,000A)00 
is appropriated for the beginning of work.

Largest Sailing Ship in the World. 

GEESTEMUNDE, Prussia, May 7.—The 
five-masted ship Preussen, the largest sail- 
ing ship in the world, was launched to-day. 
She is of 8,000 tons dead-weight capacity. 

The largest sailing vessel heretofore built 
is the German five-masted ship Potosi, cf 
3,854 tons net, and with a cargo capacity 
of 6,200 tons. She was built in 1895 and 
belongs to the same firm as the Preussen. 
The next vessel in size is the British four- 
masted ship Brilliant, of 3.609 tons net, be- 
longing to the Standard Oil Company, 
which is capable of carrying 175,000 cases 
of oil, She was built in 1901.

SERGEANT WON THE STAKE 


F. R. Hitchcock’s Two-Year-Old 
Cleverly Took the Bouquet. 








LUX CASTA LED ALL THE WAY 





F. A. Clark's Stable Ran First and Sec- 
ond in Morris Park Hurdle Race 
—Gift Horse a Winner. 





Racegoers at the Morris Park track yes- 
terday put in an afternoon of tranquil. en- 
joyment that contrasted pleasantly with 
the earlier days of the meeting. The sport 
was excellent, but without any unduly ex- 
citing incidents in the way of disqualifica- 
tions or mishaps to favorites, and it added 
mtich to the satisfaction of an attendance 
of about 7,000 persons that the best-backed 
horses divided all the prizes. 

The feature of the card was fhe fourth 
event, the Bouquet Stakes, with selling 
allowances, at five furlongs down the 
Eclipse Course, for two-year-olds, in which 
fourteen of the seventeen horses named to 
run started. The winner turned up in F. R. 
Hitcheock’s Sergeant, a speedy-looking son 
of Inspector B., bought by Mr. Hitchcock 
at the Belle Meade sale last 
$1,000 and entered to sell for $2,200. An- 
other son of Inspector B., in Examiner, 
bonght out of a selling race at Aqueduct, 
finished second after a fight for the place 
with Showman, from the Goughacres sta- 
ble, but neither of these horses ever looked 
to be dangerous to the winner, who, after 
breaking well up in the crowd, raced to the 
front in the first half furlong, and from 
there on to the end held his lead, winning 
rather handily by two lengths and a half. 
The owner of Examiner added a trifle to 
the value of the second money by bidding 
up Sergeant to $3,000, Mr. Hitchcock then 
retaining the gelding for the customary ad- 
vance of $5. The time of the race, 0:59%, 
was the fastest of the meeting. 

The fifth race, a purse for fillies and 

mares, at seven furlongs, made one of the 
best betting contests imaginable, as back- 
ers tumbled over each other to bet on Ros- 
signo!, Sister Juliet, Lux Casta, and Busy 
Lady at prices that gave the layers what 
they term a “round book” with the four, 
leaving four other horses to run. At post 
time, 3 to 1 could be had against any one 
of the four named, though Rossignol nom- 
inally was the favorite. Lux Casta, whose 
owner, H. T. Oxnard, thought well enough 
of her to start her in the Metropolitan 
Handicap last Saturday, broke out of the 
crowd at the fall of the flag, and, galloping 
fn the lead from end to end, won very 
cleverly by two lengths from Sister Juliet, 
who made a strong bid at the finish, but 
never was able to get up to Lux Casta. 
Rossignol stopped when the fight came at 
the end. 
_In the St. Nicholas Hurdle Stakes, F. 
Ambrose Clark’s entry, Jim McGibbon and 
Rowdy. started favorite at odds on in a 
field of five horses, the stable declaring to 
win with Rowdy.

Harvard Beaten for the Intercolle- 
giate Team Championship. 





SCORE IS 13 POINTS TO 5 





Hitchcock Makes Low Score of 75 for 
the Garden City Links—Walter 
Egan’s Good Victory. 





Yale's golf team triumphed over the Har- 
vard golfers in grand style yesterday on 
the Garden City links and won the intercol- 
legiate team championship for the coming 
year. The final contest for this high honor 
was thirty-six holes, and the New Haven 
lads led at every important stage of the 
match, winning at the end of the long day's 
journey by 18 holes to 6, or, according to 
the collegiate system of counting in team 
matches, by 13 points to 5. 

Charles Hitchcock, Jr., the Yale champion 
and Captain of the team, was the particu- 
larly brilliant player of the day. He more 
than. retrieved himself for his defeat by 
Jackson of Columbia the previous day by 
defeating A. M. Brown, the leader of the 
Cambridge forces, by eight holes. This in 
itself was not the prime featurg of his 
match, that being found in his réikarkable 
score of seventy-five strokes made in the 
afternoon round. It is the best score made 
by a college player on the Garden City 
links. 

When it is remembered that the amateur 
record for the Garden City course is seven- 
ty-three, made by Travis in practice last 
week, the exceptional performance of the 
Yale golfer can be better appreciated. He 
finished even with Brown in the morning 
round. In the afternoon he played with 
machinelike accuracy, leading by five holes 
on the ninth green. Brown was not one 
whit worse in his playing, as he did the 
round in the same figures as in the morn- 
ing, eighty-three strokes. The bogey score

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Burning Flue and a Cigarette in Hoff- 
man House and Fifth Avenue 
Excite Street Crowds. 

Excited Broadway crowds yesterday wit- 
nessed what they thought might be de- 
structive fires at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
and the Hoffman House while the guests 
of the hotels were entirely unconscious of 


the fancied danger. 
The first fire occurred in the Fifth Ave- 








nue Hotel, about 10:30 A. M. A wan on a 
Broudway car happened to glance along 


the front of the hotel when he noticed a 


small curl of smoke arising trom a second- 
story window just above the balcony. He 
leaped from the car and ran into the hotel, 
where he told the clerk his fire story. 

The clerk quietly sent some onhorde to 
see if there was really a fire, The porters 
found that the long canvas awning which 
shades the three windows of the parlor was 
ac few seconds the are, bal ge mae boun 

ed by a cigarette dropped from above, 
an extinguished. lt took Policeman J. P. 
Day several minutes to convince the great 
crowd gathered on the street that the notel 
was noi in any danger. 

The second fire scare took place at the 
Hoftman House shortly before 2 o'clock. 
Capt. Michael Sheehan of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station was standing on the 
rear platform of a Broadway car, when, 
as it crossed Madison Square, some one 
shouted ‘‘ Fire!”’ His glance ran up the 
street, and he saw what he thought was a 
reat mass of smoke and flame coming 
rom the roof of the Hoffman and sweep- 
ing across Broadway. He sprang from the 
car and ran to the nearest tire alarm box. 
Turning in the alarm, he ran inside the 
Hoffman and asked Col. Peacock, the clerk, 
in what part of the house was the fire. 
Col. Peacock looked at him in blank as- 
tonishment and told him there was no fire. 

“My God! Your whole roof is ablaze!’ 
exclaimed Capt. Sheehan. 

There was a diligent search begun im- 
mediately, and finally it was learned that 
one of the flues of the hotel had been burned 
out. The automatic steam arrangement 
had cut off the fire, and but one great vol- 

e of smoke had esca . The sunlight 
Urreaming through it h given it the: ap- 
pearance of a mass of flame. .

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BAIL OF $12,000 FORFEITED. 


Bail te the amount of $12,000 was forfeit- 
ed yesterday when Alfred R. Goslin failed 
to appear at the opening of the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court. Shortly after 
noon the man appeared with one of his 
counsel to surrender himself. He said that 
he ha‘l understood he was to have appeared 
at noen and had been slightly delayed in 
arriving. Justice Scott committed Goslin 
to the Tombs to await resentence. The bail 


bond which was forfeited was signed by 
Hdward Ney of 183 Thompson Street and 
George Clarke of 237 West Forty-fifth 
Street. 

Goslin was tried with three others in 
July, 1900. before Justice Fursman, in the 
Supreme Court, and found guilty of circu- 
lating false rumors about the Brooklyn 
tapid Transit Ratiway stock. He was sen- 
tenced to six months in the penitentiary and 
a fine of $500. The case was taken to the 
Court of Appeals, and the finding of the 
lower court was sustained. 

Goslin’s record is interesting. Sixteen 
years ago he was discharged by John Bris- 
bane Walker, who accused him of em- 
bezzlement. He was convicted of forgery 
in 1892, and sent to the. Elmira Reforma- 
tory. He -was released in October, 1894. 
Goslin drifted into the bucket-shop busi- 
ness, where he prospered for some years. 
He was indicted in connection with the 
operations of E. S. Dean & Co. Later 
he started a business under the name of 
J. F. O'Connor at 10 Wall Street. The 
Federal authorities put a stop to this busti- 
ness, 

He was later identified with dther con- 
cerns wiich came under the observation 
of the police and were raided. He organized 
the United States Stock and Grain Com- 
pany, and then went to Montreal, where he 
was the head of an alleged brokerage 
business. 

In all his ventures Goslin did not use 
his own name. 

When James R. Keene started his great 
“bear raid "’ a few years ago Goslin gave 
it out that he could give advance informa- 
tion of Mr. Keene's operations. Through a 
cipher code he sent his alleged information 
to the various branches of his business. 
Mr. Keene learned of the man's assertions, 
denounced him, and denied emphatically 
any connection with him.

SAVINGS BANKS MEN MEET 


State Association Members at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Congressman Hill of Connecticut Dis- 
cusses the Gold Standard and Makes 
a Plea for Branch Banks. 


At the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
about 125 representatives of savings banks 
and other financial institutions attended the 
ninth annual meeting of the Savings Banks 
Association of the State of New York. The 
principal feature of the meeting was the 
election of officers and the reading of an 
address by E. J. Hill, member of Congress 
for Connecticut, on House bill 13,863 to 
“maintain the gold standard, provide an 
elastic currency, equalize the rates of in- 
terest throughout the country, and further 
amend the National banking laws.” 

On this subject Mr. Hill said in part: 

“I take the position here to-day that the 
United States has no more right to put in 
circulation any form of legal-tender money 
which it will not redeem in the money ot 
the standard which it has itself prociaimed 
than an individual has to issue his note 
with the deliberate intention. of defaulting 
in its payment. No good reuson can be 
given why the greenback, which is ali riat, 
snouid be redecined in gold, ‘aud the siiver 
dollar, which is more than hait fiat, snould 
not be also. 

“One of the features of the bill providing 
for the maintenance of the goid standaru, 
is the retirement of the greenoacks. in my 
judgment tnis should be by tne uirect and 
independent action of the ‘lreasury, tor 
they are a Government debt and in no 
selse a bank obiiganon. 

“The complicauons which are certain to 
arise Dy throwing a part of this burden 
upon tne banks are wholly unnecessary, 
und there is no essential reiation, even in 
point or time, between the witnarawa! 0: 
the greenback and the issue or tue pank- 
notes, for whenever a greenback 1s paid, a 
goid dolar wii go into curcuiauon and the 
banknote is only a credit instrument and 
ot a ie@al teuder, but the committee 
thougnt tnat it wouid be pollticaliy Wise to 
induce the banks to assume the current 
redemption of such an amount as could not 
be canceled with the goid now in the ‘Treas- 
ury, aud in that way aivest the Treasury 
more promptiy of is bauking functions, 
even il it aid delay the date o1 their entire 
payment somewnat longer.’ 

Speaking vl asset note issues, Mr. Hill 
Said: 

“{ declare it as my honest belief, as a 
bank officer with a modest interest in the 
game, that the sole stake whicn the banks 
are now playing for, in dealing out bank- 
notes, is the profit on the bonus, and that 
not a single dollar of the three hundred 
and twenty millions circulation now vut- 
standing remains out with reference to any 
commercial transaction. 

“There is only one question about this 
bill, and that is, is it sare’ If three billions 
of deposits are safe, the three hunared mili- 
ions Of asset notes would be, for they would 
be controiled by the same men, ana wouid 
have a prior lien upon the assets. 

“The records of the Treasury show that 
a tax of 22-10U0ths of 1 per cent. on circula- 
tion laid annually would have paid in fuil 
every note of every failed bank, trom the 
organization of the National banking sys- 
tem to this day, and the margin of sarety in 
the tax prescribed here is nearly ten times 
greater than that, without any reference to 
the 5 per cent. redemption fund. 

“It is feared by some that the withdrawal 
of bond security would disastrously affect 
the price of bonds. Not so at all; for, even 
if every note so secured was changed as 
rapidly as possible under the provisions of 
the bill, it would take five years, and, in- 
cluding bonds to secure Government de- 
posits, the requirements of the sinking 
fund would, in that time, take all thus helu, 
saying nothing of savings banks and in- 
surance companies’ purchases at any rea- 
sonable price."’ 

tegarding the branch banking feature: 

“Arter a careful examination, including 
the laws of forty countries, as compiled by 
Controller Eckels in 1896, 1 can find no 
Government in the world where branch 
banks are not permitted except our own; 
and even here they are excluded by the 
laws of only twenty States and by the Na- 
tional Bank act, and even that act permits 
them where State banks come into the sys- 
tem with branches already in existence. 
Voyaging around the world last year, I 
found branches of British banks through- 
out the Philippines acting as commercial 
drummers for English trade and financial 
agents for Our Government at the same 
time. 

‘German, English, Russian, every one 
our commercial rivals in the Orient, but not 
ae American bank and hardly an American 
ship. 

“All through Japan, English, German, 
and Russian banks are taxing American 
trade by excessive charges for exchange on 
London, and from Viadivostock to Moscow, 
straight through Siberia, German branch 
banks and department stores are laying 
foundations for the future trade of what is 
sure to be one of,the great markets of the 
world. 

“If it were possible to conduct all of the 
banking business of the United States on 
the same relative basis of expenses to loans 
as obtained with the ten largest banks in 
New York City last year, the annual saving 
to either the banks or the borrowers or 
both would be $53,231,172. 

“That the expense account is a very im- 
portant factor in effecting the general re- 
sult is clearly shown by the strenuous 
claims put forward by the independent 
banks that they could not compete with 
the branch system, and, therefore, that the 
existing banks would be driven out of busi- 
ness. In the end it would mean the sur- 
vival of the fittest and result in inestimable 
advantage to millions of borrowers who 
have a right to have their welfare consid- 
ered in framing legislation. 

“IT do not believe that the stockholders 
of any bank which has a reason for exist- 
ence would suffer by the change, for every 
such institution well established could en- 
large its field of work without a propor- 
tionate increase ef expense. 

‘The process is going on every day now, 
on the ‘community of interest’ plan, and 
it is far better to have it done under the 
law than outside of it. 

“A few days ago I sold some stock in a 
Kansas bank at 125, which for the past 
three years has been unsalabie at par. 

‘It was bought by the managers of a 
Missouri bank, and the organization will 
hereafter be to all intents and purposes a 
branch of the larger institution. 

“The necessities of the community were 
greater than the limited capital of the httle 
bank could meet, and the expense of man- 
agement consumed the profits. 

“Now all the legitimate wants of that 
vicinity will be met by the aid of the larger 
bank, and the increased patronage and re- 
duced expenses will fully justify the price 
paid for the established business and un- 
= good-will, and all parties will be bene- 

ited. 

“On the other hand, all through the 
manufacturing towns of the East banks 
have been capitalized beyond the normal 
necessities of the places where they are lo- 
cated to meet the wants of oneor more fac- 
tories there, and not violate the law con- 
cerning the 10 per cent. limit, and single 
name notes bought ‘on the street’ have 
absorbed the surplus funds at rates utter- 
ly ruinous to the dividends of the country 
banks. 

‘‘In the West and South, where bank 
capital is limited, an expensive system of 
re-discounts compels heavy rates to bor- 
rowers. A well-regulated branch bank sys- 
tem would adjust itself to these conditions, 
and not only provide a better distribution 
of loanabie funds, but with like conditions 
of security and credit is sure to result in 
lower and more uniform interest charges.” 

Regarding bond issues of the future and 
the past, Mr. Hill said: 

“There is no probability whatever of 
bond issues in the future, for whatever else 
of good or ill came to us from the Spanish 
war, it demonstrated as never before that 
the possibilities of taxation in this country 
have hardly been touched. 

“Jt is.a bit of unwritten history of that 
war that at its beginning Secretary Gage 
intended to issue but $100,000,000 of bonds 
for immediate contingencies, and to rely 
upon taxation for funds to carry it to a 
suecessful conclusion. 

‘*He was overruled by those who did not 
realize as he did the resources of this great 
country, or who lacked the faith which he 
possessed in the patriotism of the people. 

“As a result, $200,000.000 of bonds were 
issued, of which one-half are still outstand- 
ing, on which we must continue to pay in- 
terest till 1908, or buy them in at heavy 
premiums. 

** Meanwhile the money which they repre- 
sent lies idle in the Treasury. 

“A few days ago I requested the Treas- 
ury Denartment to make up a balance 
sheet of receipts and expenditures as they 


to March 31, 1902, if no bonds at all had 
been issued, and if the Treasury had 
availed itself af the power given it under 
the war revenue act to issue certificates of 
indebtedness at 3 per cent., payable within 
one year. 

“It shows that starting with the ¢ash on 
hand and adding proceeds of the certifi- 
eates, we could have paid from taxation 
alone the entire expenses of the four years, 
amounting to $2,100,607,675.57, retired all of 
the certificates with a year's interest add- 
ed, placed $50,000,000 in. the gold reserve, 
as_we have done, and-on the Ist of April

fortable sum of $159,856,285.25 on hand, and 
the country ready to repeai all war taxa: : 


tion, and all this without any bond issue 
whatever.”

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PRESIDENT PALMA ON RECIPROCITY. 
The remarks of the President-elect of 
Cuba in the island are marked by the 
spirit which every friend of the Cuban 
Republic must rejoice to see. He has 
made it plain that the new Government 
starts with a clean slate. It has no 
grudges to satisfy, no enemies to pun- 
ish. A Spaniard who has chosen to 
cast in his lot with Cuba will be, so far 
as the President can manage it, on: the 
same footing with a native Cuban. 

All this is in the best spirit. In the 
best spirit, also, are the remarks which 
the new President is reported to have 
made in an interview at Santa Cruz: 
“He would recommend that no treaty 
be made with the United States until 
the amount of the reduction in the 
American duties on Cuban products was 
known. This reduction would have to 
be more than 25 per cent.” 

We should say that this announce- 
ment would cause much searching of 
hearts among the members of Congress 
who have been reluctantly brought to 
acquiesce in a beggarly reduction of 20 
per cent. on one sugar crop. Gen. 
Woop and all other expert witnesses 
have assured them that the reduction 
was insufficient. But the sugar beats 
have been so active and importunate in 
their demand that they should be al- 
lowed to oppress the Cuban planters in 
order that they might with the more 
ease rob the American consumer that 
they have not apparently contemplated 
the possibility that Cuba might decline 
to regard as reciprocity what was evi- 
dently not reciprocity. Their 
seems to have been that Cuba 
take what they chose to give her and be 
thankful, and give, in return for nothing, 
@ monopoly of her markets to the United 
States. Now President Pama, like 
man of sense and of patriotism, tells 
them that Cuba will not give something 
for nothing, and that the United States 
will not get a preferential duty in Cu- 
ban markets unless the Cubans get a 
really and effectively preferential duty 
in American markets. 

This announcement at once lets into 
the lobbies at Washington a new and 
important set of agitators. These are 
the American manufacturers and ex- 
porters of the things needed by the 
Cubans who have been counting on a 
monopoly of the Cuban market through 
Peciprocity. They have not thought 
their interests to be concerned in the 
struggle between the advocates of jus- 
tice to Cuba and the sugar beats. Now 
that they find their interests are in- 
volved, and that their chance of secur- 
ing a monopoly of the Cuban market de- 
pends upon the access which we give 
Cuba to our markets, they will surely 
take active and effective part in the 
struggle. Timid Congressmen will find 
that there is more than one quarter 
from which “ pressure’”’ can be brought 
to bear. The results of this discovery 
must be interesting and important.

In the same issue of The Independent 
there is an article by Judge Witt1aM H. 
Tart, Civil Governor of the Philippines, 
a@ man Of wide experience and accurate 
knowledge in Philippine matters, whose 
eminently fair mind and judicial habit 
give value and authority to his opinions 
concerning the people for whose benefit 
he has’ been appointed to administer 
the laws and organize civil government. 
Judge Tarr wrote without reference to 
President ScHURMAN’'s article, but his 
views constitute a pretty effective criti- 
cism of its affirmations and conclusions.

They are subject, therefore, to 
being led by the musrepresentations and 
threats of ambitious or unprincipled agi- 
tators of the better class. * * * 
lt is this trait which, were the islands 
turned ovér to AGUINALDO or any other 
asif-constituted or elected leader, woul 
ultimately involve his government in 
chaos of ate insurrections led by loca 
leaders against the Government established, 
whenever those local leaders should be dis- 
spppsntes in their ambitions. lt is the pro- 
tecuon of these peopie,; of this 90 per cent. 
ot uneducated, tumia, childlike wards that 
constitutes _ the onyes duty of the United 
Slates to remain in these islands, for it is 
abso.utely certain that, should the United 
‘States apandon the- islands, ultimately a 
de:potism in some iorm or other woula be 
introduced which would leave this “#9 per 
cent. to the rules of forced labor and inait- 
terence to their individual rights which was 
shown under the Spanish régime and wouid 
continue under any purely Filipino Gov- 
ernment. 


We might also quote President Scuur- 
MAN against himself. We suppose he 
must be by this time pretty tired of 
these quotations from his earlier state- 
ments of opinion made before he had 
completely changed his views, but his 
plan of giving the Filipinos what they 
want is amazingly inconsistent with his 
original. and first-hand estimate of the 
Filipino character as presented, for in- 
stance; in this extract from a speech de- 


livered by him at Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 29, | 


1900: 


The fact is that all this talk about im- 
perialism is the veriest moonshine. It has 
no basis in reality, it is a product of 
unbridled imagination. ‘Yo’ liberty-loving 
Americans whw are not informed of Phil- 
ipptine conditions, no policy is more seduct- 
ive than that ot turning over the Philip- 
pines to the Filipinos. et no policy ecouid 
in fact be more tantastic. Who are the 
Filipinos: They are not a single nation; 
they are an aggregate of same fourscore 
people or tribes, 
guages, and representing u:l stages of civ- 
uization and barbarism.. Among all the 
tribes the great majority of the people of 


education and property welcome the sov- | 


eréignty of the United States. And how 
could you, without everlasting shame and 
dishonor, leave the Filipinos, who have 
trusted you, to the ruthiess butcheries of 
the avenging Tagalogs. To Filipinos in all 
parts of the archipelago, who welcomed our 
armies, you are bound by the ties of honor 
and of good faith, which no other consid- 
eration would permit you to break. No, 
we cannot get out of the archipelago. 
We cannot turn over the Philippine Islands 
to the Filipino people, because there is no 
Filipino people, but only a miedley of dif- 
ferent races and tribes. 


The policy now suggested by President 
ScHURMAN would be acomplete reversal of 
the present policy of the Administration 
in the Philippines. To give the Filipinos 
“what they want” would be to abandon 
the islands entirely. Gov. Tart points 
out with distinctness the certain results 
of that policy, the most cruel and dis- 
honorable we could adopt. It may seem 
a wise and just policy to President 
ScuvuRMAN and the anti-imperialists. We 
are entirely confident that the American 
people would not sanction it and that 
they wonder at the recklessness of the 
who suggest it.

| LORD SALISBURY AND THE BOERS. 

Lord SAjlasBURY's remarks at the meet- 
ing of the Primrose League can scarcely 
have been interpreted, even by his imme- 
diate hearers, as a message of “ light and 
leading.’’ Outside the circle of those who 
do not need to be convinced Lord Sa.is- 
BURY’s repetition of his version of the 
origin of the war in South Africa, that it 
was an “attack” on the part of the 
Boers, ‘*‘ which was a gross and flagrant 
outrage,’’ will be received with impatience 
by those who remember what the situa- 
tion was when the Boers delivered their 
ultimatum. With whichever side they 
may sympathize, such persons must re- 
gard such a perversion of that situation 
ag worthier of a pettifogger than of a 
Prime Minister. 

But this is less worthy of remark than 
his Lordship’s contention that, in the 
light of all the facts now known, the 
course of his administration has been 
provident and statesmanlike, and that he 
has nothing to regret. He indignantly 
denies Mr. JOHN MoRLEY’s statement, 
which seemed to many Britons and to all 
foreigners the statement of a truism, 
that, if the British Ministry had foreseen, 
thirty months ago, what has happened 
since, they would have behaved them- 
selves more circumspectly. The denial 
excites mere wonder. When Lord SALis- 
BURY further says that “it must be rec- 
ognized that the power, prestige, influ- 


ence, and magic effect of our great em- | 
pire are more potent, more efficient, and | 


more admirable than ever before,” he 

produces upon foreign observers. the 

same effect that was produced upon 
them the other day by a remark of The 

London Times that the course of Great 

Britain during the South African war 

had compelled ‘the admiration of man- 

kind.” That is a fact of which mankind 
has entirely failed to show any other 
than a British consciousness. And such 
remarks simply impress upon mankind 
the geographical fact that Great Britain 
is an island. Any man who considers that 

Great Britain stands higher before the 

world at the coronation of 1902 than she 
| stood at the diamond jubilee of 1897 must 
| be singularly insulated. 

Why the Prime Minister should have 
taken the trouble to repeat that he ad- 
hered to his original terms of peace, now 
when negotiations for peace are actually 
in progress, does not appear. His “not a 
shred of independence’ has been trans- 
lated by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN into “ uncon- 
Gitional surrender.”” To talk about terms 
of unconditional surrender, to open nego- 
tiations and spend weeks in discussing 
the conditions of unconditional surrender, 
would be to talk transparent nonsense 
and to waste valuable time. 


THE COAL TRADE DISPUTE. 


The adjournment of the coat miners’ 
convention at Scranton until to-day 
without definite action one way or the 
other on the question of a strike indi- 
cates that conservative counsels have 
thus far prevailed. The longer a strike’ 
is postponed the less likely it is to occur. 
Everybody in interest is extremely mys-

edly and carefully avoiding predictions 
as to the possible or probable outcome 
of the discussion. It is said very posi- 
tively that no concessions have been 
made or promised by the operators; but 
that concessions are expected is reason- 
ably evident from the fact that the first 
day's session of the miners’ conference 
passed without a decision to strike hav- 
ing been reached. 

The most significant feature of the sit- 
uation is that Wall Street has thus far 
declined to take the situation seriously. 
This would seem to indicate that a strike 
is not expected by those best situated to 
know all the facts of the case and cor- 
rectly to forecast the results of the con- 
ference. If a strike immediately involv- 
ing 175,000 anthracite miners, and pos- 
sibly 300,000 bituminous miners, were be- 
lieved to be imminent, it could not pos- 
sibly be regarded with the indifference 
thus far manifested in the apparent fail- 
ure of the efforts of the Industrial Com- 
mittee of the Civic Federation to effect 
on agreement, or even a compromise of 
existing differences. The conflicting re- 
ports and flat contradictions, the state- 
ments attributed one day to high author- 
ities and the next day repudiated as 
misquotations, the irreconcilable differ- 
ences in the information simultaneously 
given out from different sources, and the 
evident reluctance of the miners to de- 
clare a strike which it is popularly be- 
lieved the operators would welcome but 
do not care to be held responsible for, 
confuse the situation and furnish a 
basis for the conviction that those who 
really control the situation have “ some- 
thing up their sleeve" of which the gen- 
eral public knows nothing. 

If the miners believe that the opera- 
tors are doing what they can to bring 
about a strike, the wisest thing they 


: could do would be to adjourn without 


action, subject to the call of President 
MITCHELL. If, on the other hand, they 
are satisfied that the powers behind the 
operators, the great financiers who pull 
the wires to which even the Presidents 
of the coal roads respond, are deter- 
mined there shall be no strike if it can be 
averted, the same action would best 
safeguard their interests. It looks at 
the moment as if this would be the out- 
come of the Scranton meeting; but the 
event is so near that speculation as to 
what will or will not be done would be 
to little profit. 


THE STREET CLEANERS’ PARADE. 


Organized labor and the uniformed em- 
ployés of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment are working up an amount of angry 
discussion over the proposed parade of 
the “ white wings" which is wholly dis- 
proportionate to its importance. Wheth- 
er the parade does or does not take 
place is really a matter of very little in- 
terest to any one not in the marching 
column, and what good may result from 
it will accrue to the men themselves in 
an awakened public interest in them and 
their work and an increased popular re- 
spect for the service with which they 
are connected. 

The first parade of the street cleaners, 
organized by Col. WartnG in the Spring 
of 1896, was a novelty and accomplished 
a great deal of good. It was a pleasant 
surprise to the people of New York to 
discover that a body of laborers who 
had the reputation of being the discards 
of every trade, and of consisting chiefly 
of old cripples and broken-down day 
laborers incapable of earning a living at 
any other employment, were in fact an 
army of sturdy, vigorous men, well or- 
ganized and sufficiently drilled and dis- 
ciplined to make an extremely good 
showing on parade. The approval and 
applause which greeted them along the 
line of march inspired the men, who en- 
tered into the spirit of the occasion with 
much enthusiasm, and in response to the 
inquiry, ‘Who are you?” swelled with 
evident pride as they shouted back in 
unison the rhymed calls of their several 
divisions. Thousands of citizens who 
had previously taken no interest in the 
organization or work of the department 
gained a new respect for it and for the 
men composing it, and if the street clean- 
ers rest under the mistaken notion that 
to take part in such a parade as that 
still pleasantly recalled disgraces or 
humiliates them, they cannot too quickly 
or too completely change their point of 
view. 

Obviously, the men can spoil the occa- 
sion by refusing anything more than a 
perfunctory compliance with the Com- 
missioner's order, should one be is- 
and slouching through the 
parade as if really ashamed of them- 
selves and their occupation. If this is 
their spirit, Commissioner Woopsury 
could not punish them more effectually 
than by abardoning the plan of a parade 
this year. They will be the ones who 
suffer the greatest disadvantage from 
their reluctance to let the public see that 
they are a well-organized, well-disci- 
plined, well-dressed body of manly and 
stalwart workmen, self-respecting and 
entitled to the respect of all right-mind- 
ed citizens,

Special advices from the Texas oil field

America the gushers of the Beaumont 
field have ceased to gush. There were 
some 250 of them altogether on the Anti- 
clinal slopes of Spindle Top, and, in the 
expressive language of the stock farm, 
incorporated into the technical nomen- 
clature of economic geology since the 
development of the oil fields of Western 
Pennsylyania, more were due to “ come 
in” at short intervals. That the gush- 
ers no longer gush is probable; whether 
the South American earthquakes had 
anything to do with .their change of 
habit is still a matter of conjecture.

about the country looking for hollows in 
which to form oil lakes, would seem to 
involve no little embarrassment. The 
difficulty of the Beaumont operators has 
been chat they have had a great deal too 
much oil, and that not only has the ex- 
cess of production been largely wasted, 
exhausting the supply in the ground, but 
it has congested the reservoirs, made 
conservation impossible, and so enor- 
mously oversupplied the market that at 
times oil has sold at almost any price 
which would induce the consumer to 
take it away. 

Everything considered, an oil gusher is 
about as inconvenient a thing as a com- 
pany could have on ifs property. We 
congratulate the Spindle Top proprietors 
upon two facts—that they have what ap- 
pears to be an unlimited supply of oil in 
the ground and that they will in future 
have to pump it. As their product is 
fuel oil, this cannot cost them a great 
deal. It places the supply under con- 
trol and does not give a thousand barrve!s 
to be stored and maintained ‘for every 
hundred for which a market can be 
found. The well which needs pumping 
is a good deal less picturesque than the 
gusher, but there is all the difference 
between them that there might be be- 
tween a reliable cow which gives a nor- 
tinal pailful at a milking and one so bullt 
that she would congest the dairy every 
fifteen minutes in the twenty-four hours 
by spontaneous and projectile .effusion, 
and convert the pasture into a lacteal 
swamp if the supply of milk pails fell 
short. The gusher is vastly more inter- 
esting to read about than to have to do 
with in a practical way. If the news 
from Houston is true, the South Ameri- 
can earthquakes have rendered Beau- 
mont an inestimable service. 


In an article published in a recent issue 
of The Congregationalist and Christian 
World, Mr. Epwarp P. CLARK of the ed- 
itorial staff of The Evening Post dis- 
cusses the changes in journalistic prac- 
tice during the last third of a century.

SALISBURY DISAFFIRMS 
CONCESSIONS TO BOERS 


He Says the Policy in South Africa 
Is Unchanged. 


Declares British Prestige to be Greater 
than Ever Before—Advises Against 
Haste in Imperial Federation. 


. LONDON, May 8.—The Premier, 
Salisbury, as President of the annual 
habitation of the Primrose League, 
at Albert Hall yesterday afternoon 
immense audience, in a much less pessi- 
mistic vein than when he was last heard 
in public previously. He congratulated the 
league on the stanch support given to Con- 
servative Governments, one result of which, 
he said, was that Great Britain was now 
supreme in Egypt, while, with regard to 
Ireland, the country need no longer fear the 
“insane, suicidal projects of imperial dis- 
ruption supported by many of the Opposi- 
tion statesmen.” At the same time, the 
country must not expect the “‘ ashes of past 
conflicts "’ to be extinguished immediately. 

Great Britain, said the Premier, had had 
& great and serious war, but, admitting 
that misery and suffering had been caused, 
it must be recognized that the power, 
prestige, influence, and magic effect of our 


great empire are more potent, more effi- 
=. and more admirable than ever be- 
ore. 

‘““We have suffered,’’ continued Lord 
Salisbury, ‘“‘ but we have greatly won." It 
was impossible, he said, not to feel that the 
efforts of the people of the country had, in 
some cases, not been worthily recognized. 
The other ae Mr. Morley had asked if 
there was a single member of the Cabinet 
of 1899 who, if he could have foreseen the 
results of the policy on which they were 
then launching the country, would not have 
checked the diplomacy leading to such de- 
Jlorable results. As a member of that Cab- 
net, said Lord Salisbury, he wished to meet 
this statement with the most indignant de- 
nial. The war had been used by some polli- 
ticlans for the squalid purpose of injuring 
their opponents. When a neighboring pow- 
er or tribe invaded his Majesty's dominions, 
‘““and made an attack which was a gross 
and flagrant outrage,”’ tt could only be met 
by fighting in their own country those who 
had despised the rights and sovereignty of 
our sovereign.”’ 

Turning to the peace negatiations, Lord 
Salisbury announced that ‘ Great Britain 
has not receded one inch from her former 
position. As to the rights. we claimed and 
the policy we intended to pursue we are 
exactly where we were.’’ He declared that 
the country could not afford to submit to 
the suggestion that affairs should be al- 
lowed to slide back into a position where 
it would be in the power of the enemy, 
when the opportunity suited him, to renew 
the issues for which this country_ had 
fought during the last three years. When 
the conflict was over everything would be 
done to mold their present opponents so 
that they could take up their position in 
the empire which had conferred so many 
blessings on the human race. But it must 
be thoroughly understood that the whole 
government of the country was to be of 
such a character that it would be impossi- 
ble that the struggle could be renewed. It 
was important that this should be made 
clear, for some people thought that the em- 
pire might become tired. 

Lord Salisbury said he did not wish to 
convey the idea that there was any feel- 
ing of bitterness toward the Boers, for 
there was nothing the Government more 
earnestly desired than that they should en- 
joy all the privileges conferred: on their 
brother nations by the colonial system. 

Touching on the question of imperial fed- 
eration, Lord Salisbury warned his hearers 
of the danger of overhaste, and exhorted 
those who were anxious to secure federa- 
tion to earnestly consider the steps they 
were going to take and the results expected. 

‘‘We cannot,”’ said the Premier, ‘‘ safely 
interfere by legislative action with the nat- 
ural development of our relations to our 
daughter countries. I look with apprehen- 
sion on any attempt, unless backed up by 
the strong mass of public opinion, to antici- 
pate events or foreclose the precious results 
which. if we are patient and careful, are in 
store for the empire.” 


- BRITISH RELIEVE O’OKIEP. 


Cape Colony Garrison Had Been Be- 
sieged Since April 4—208 Boers 
Captured in Orange River Colony. 


LONDON, May 8.—The Town of O’okiep, 
Northwestern Cape Colony, which had been 
besieged since April 4 by a Transvaal force 
under Commandant ‘Smuts, has been re- 
lieved by a force under Col. Cooper, The 
garrison was in good health, and only a 
few of the troops were wounded, The Boers 
retired south. : 

Lord Kitchener, in reporting the relief 
of O’oklep, adds that the Concordia dis- 
trict, (in the same region of the colony,) is 
clear of Boers. 

Further advices received here yesterday 
from Lord Kitchener announced that 208 
Boers had been captured, and that ten 
burghers were killed in the neighborhood of 
Lindley, Orange River Colony, on Tuesday. 

Lord Kitchener said that the British 
troops, forming a continuous line, left the 
Frankfort-Heilbron-Vredefort line at dawn, 
without wheels of any sort, and proceeded 
rapidly south, reaching the Kroonstad- 
Lindley line with the result announced. The 
British casualties were nil. 

Another British column, holding the drifts 
westward of the country swept, has not 
yet reported its results.

10,000 REBELS IN NORTH CHINA 


Are Said to Have Several Guns—it Is 
Doubtful if the Force Sent Against 
Them Is Sufficient. 


PEKING, May 7.—Bishop Favier, the 
French Vicar Apostolic in China, has re- 
ceived information to the effect that 10,000 
armed rebels, with several cannon, are 


participating in_the revolt at Chang-ting- 
Foo, Pe-chi-Li Province. : 

- It is considered doubtful if Yuan-Shi-Kai, 
the Governor of Pe-chi-Li, has sent a suf- 
ficient force to cope with the rebellion. 
Most of the Government forces, with ten 
Gatling guns, are due to arrive at the scene 
of the disturbance to-day. 

The leader of the uprising is a military 
Mandarin, who Killed his family before rais- 
ing the flag of revolt, so as to prevent their 
punishment in the event of his failure.

LONDON, May 8.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Times infers that the 
cause of the resignation of Count di San 
Martino as Minister of War was a vio- 
lent altercation in the Senate between 
Gen. Pelloux and Signor Giolitti, the 
Minister of the Interior. Signor Gio- 
litti accused Gen. Pelloux of seeking to 
undermine military discipline by declar- 
ing the temporary militarization of the 
railway servants illegal, thus providing 
them with a pretext for disobedience.

THE DOMINICAN REVOLUTION. 


President Jimenez Has Signed a Capitu- 
lation, and Vasquez Has Assumed 
the Presidential Office. 


SANTO DOMINGO, May 7.—The Domin- 

| ican capital capitulated to-day to the revo- 
| lutionary forces commanded by Gen. Hora- 
tio Vasquez, the Vice President. President 
Jimenez sought refuge in the French Con- 
suiate, and many Government officers ob- 
tained shelter in the French and United 
States Legations. 
H The revolutionary troops entered the 
| capital quietly. There was no enthusiasm 
| shown by the population at the entry of 
the victorious army. 

The approach of the revolutionists was 
announced after two days’ heavy fighting 
| between the Government troops and the 

forces of Gen! Vasquez. Many men were 
killed or wounded on both sides. 
| Yesterday the Haitian and Spanish Min- 
| isters communicated to the revolutionary 
con.mander a message to Gen. Vasquez 
from President Jimenez, consenting to the 
drawing up of a treaty of vrapitulation, 
which was to provide a full guarantee for 
the safety of the officials, emptoyes, and 
defenders of the Government, as well as 
| for the security of persona! property. The 
President and the Ministers, it was further 
agreed, were not to leave the country be- 
| fore the submission of all the authorities of 
the different districts of Santo Domingo 
had been received, and all political prison- 
ers were to be liberated.

Communication with Southern Islands

THOMAS, Danish West Indles, May 
7.—Advices received this morning from the 
Island of St. Vincent (British West Indies) 
announced that for some days earthquakes 
had been experienced in the neighborhood 
of the Soufriére crater, which had been 
smoking and rumbling.

The offices 
of the dead were chanted just after the 
casket had been borne from the archiepis- 
copal palace to the cathedral, two Bishops 
and nearly ‘a hundred priests taking part 
in the chant and in the parade from the 
death chamber to the church. Throughout 
the day great crowds thronged the streets 
in the neighborhood, and 100 policemen 
were on hand to maintain quiet. 

Plans for the funeral at 10 o'clock to-mor- 
row morning were radically changed late 
last night. According to the programme 
now décided upon, the following will offi- 
clate: 

Celebrant, Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore. 
Assistant priest, Vicar General Mgr. Mooney. 

Deacons of honor, Mer. Edwards of the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception and the Rev.

THE POPE'S REPLY. 

The reply sent by the Pope after receiving 
the news of Archbishop Corrigan’s death 
was received late in the afternoon, after 
the priests of the Cathedral had been on 
the watch for it two days. It was sent by 
Cardinal Rampolla, Papal Secretary of 
State. The Latin reading was as follows: 

“EGREGIUM _ ARCHIEPISCOPUM 
QUEM SUMUS PONTIFEX BREVI VISU- 
KUM ROMAE SPERABAT VIV iS EREP- 
TUM ESSE MAXIMO MOERORE COG-

The English translation of the message is: 

“ The oly Father with great sorrow 
learns of the death of the grand Archbish- 
op, whom he hoped to see in Rome very 
soon. His Holiness, who appreciates very 
highly the especial merits of the dead prel- 
ate, expresses his sympathy from the depth 
of his heart for the metropolitan Church 
of New York, and he prays God to give to 
the soul of the great Archbishop the repose 
of the just and the reward of eternal 
glory.” 

f’rayersforthe soulof the Archbishop were 
said all day yesterday both in the cathedral 
and in the various churches of the city. The 
early morning masses in St. Patrick’s were 
celebrated by Father Lavelle, rector; the 
Rev. George Corrigan of Newark, Bishop 
McQuaid of Rochester, Bishop Montes de 
Oce of Mexico, and Father McAleer of the 
cathedral staff. 

From § o'clock until night a score of 
workmen were busy decorating the doors, 
windows, chancel, columns, and aisles of 
the cathedral with the mourning black and 
purple. Callers by the hundred went in and 
out of the Archbishop's house incessantly. 
Bishops, Monsignors, and priests of the 
parish began to assemble for the ceremo- 
nies that were to take place at 11 o'clock. 
According to the announcements made on 
Tuesday, the removal of the body to the 
church was to be a comparatively unosten- 
tatious function, only the fathers of the 
immediate parish and a few others having 
been bidden to attend, but before the after- 
noon had passed the imposing. character 
even of the preliminaries of an Archbishop's 
iuneral became apparent. 

THE SOLEMN PROCESSION, 

At 11:10 o'clock, ninety parish priests 
filed out of the Boland Trade School, at 
Fifty-first Street and Madison Avenue, 
where they had assembled to don their 
ecclesiastical robes. They slowly proceeded 
into the archiepiscopal palace, where the 
body of Mgr. Corrigan had lain all night 
surrounded by black-clad, praying nuns and 
priests, In the palace had already gath- 
ered Bishops McQuaid of Rochester and 
Montes de Oce of Mexico, Mgr. Mooney, 
the Vicar General and Acting Bishop; the 
staff of the cathedral, the pall bearers, and 
the relatives of the dead man. 

The line was formed quickly, and at 11:15 
the procession started. Outside packed 
erowds lined Madison Avenue on both 
sides, Fiftieth Street from Madison to Fifth 
Avenue, and the latter avenue all the way 
to Fifty-first Street, Ninety uniformed 
policemen and twelve detectives from 
Headquarters were scattered on the side- 
walks and in the cathedral. 

At a signal given by Inspector Thompson 
and Father Thomas Murphy, who was 
master, of ceremonies, two patrolmen went 
uy to the door of the palace and took their 
stands on each side.. The door opened, and 
a double line of nuns, all in black, ap- 
peared with Father Murphy at their head. 

The sisters included representatives of 
the following orders: Sisters of the Blessed 
Sacrament, Sisters of Mercy, Sisters of the 
Assumption, Sisters of Notre Dame, Sis- 
ters of Charity, Sisters of the Dying and 
Sick, Sisters of Divine Poverty, Sisters of 
Perpetual Help, Sisters of the Holy Eu- 
charist, and Dominican Nuns. They walked 
with their heads bowed and clasping cru- 
ecifixes or rosaries in their hands. 

Next after the sisters came five acolytes, 
three marching in a front line and two in 
the rear. The leader, in the centre, bore 
a great golden crucifix, and the other four 
earried lighted candles. All chanted softly 
as they marched. 

The ninety parish priests followed, each 
with a candle burning in his left hand and 
am open service book in his right. Reading 
from the books they chanted in unison with 
their very slow steps. First in+the line 
were the os teageoy in black cassecks; 
then the Capuchins, cladin brown cassocks 
and cowls, and after them the black-robed 
Dominicans, the Paulists, in black; the 
secular clergy with their cassocks and sur- 
plices, and the Jesuits. 

The rector of the Cathedral and the other 
priests who work under him came next, 
and they were followed by the two Bishops 
and Mgr. Mooney, walking three abreast. 

The casket, a temporary one, covered 
with bright purple, was borne down the 
oe by six undertaker's assistants, the 

pall bearers following them. It had been 
ann’ fnced that the bearers would carry 
the coffin, but that plan was given up at 
the last minute. The bearers were the 
Right Rev. John Edwards, the Rey. Charies 
H. Colton, the Rev. James J. Flood, the 
Rey. James H. McGean, the Rev. Charles 
McCready, and the Rev. Michael J. Phelan. 

Last of all came the relatives of the 
Archbishop, followed by the bearer of the 
cope, carrying it folded under his arm. The 
procession turned west into Fiftieth Street, 
then into Fifth Avenue, and finally into the 
front entrance of the cathedral. As the ad- 
vance line of sisters et pam the spec- 
tators removed their hats reverently, re- 
maining bareheaded until the end of the 
procession had passed, 


NOTES OF DISCORD. 


Only two discordant elements marred the 
solemnity of the occasion. A group of men 
with cameras had perched themselves on a 
pile of rock outside the palace, and the 
clicks of their picture-taking instruments 
were plainly audible in the stillness, which 
was not even broken by passing street cars, 
the motormen stopping ‘mmediately on see- 
ing the procession emerge from the house. 
Along the sidewalks, especially on the Fifth 
Avenue side, were scattered members of the 
other element that seemed out of tune— 


yenders of photographs of the dead man, 
They had been wl te the value of their 
wares, and even while the line of march 
was in progress they were selling small 
and Jarge pictures. 

So slow were the steps of the mourners

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‘that it took them nearly fifteen minutés to 
reach the door through which they were to 
enter the Cathedral, All the way around 
the block they continued to chant. Insid> 
the cathedral their voices grew louder, and 
— long ceremony of the office of the dead 
egan. 
or an hour, from 11:30 to 12:30, the 
chanting, interspersed with four absolutions 
over the casket, lasted. The parish priests 
and sisters took their seats in pews at the 
junction of the nave and transept, where 
the black catafalque for the reception of 
the body had been built. The Bishops, Mer. 
Mooney, the acolites, and the cathedral 
staff marched up inside the chancel rail 
and took their seats. Behind the pews oc- 
cupied by the sisters sat the dead man's 
relagives and numerous representatives of 
Catholic ‘organizations. 
At the foot of the catafalque was placed 
the casket, the official and real bearers 
withdrawing immediately, the former to the 
chancel and the latter to neighboring pews. 
The chanting had not ceased meanwhile, 
but at this point it grew louder and the re- 
sponses became more complicated. Father 
Lavelle explained that the chants of the 
hour consisted of the matins and lauds 
from the Office of the Dead, arranged by 
Gregory the Great. the matins including 
nine chants and nine psalms, and the lauds 
consisting of nine chants. . 
At intervals the absolutions were pro- 
nounced by Bishop McQuaid, Mgr. Mooney, 
and Fathers McGean and Phelan. Each 0 
these left his seat when his turn came, 
walked around the casket, chanted in a low 
voice, and sprinkled on the purple cloth a 
few drops of water. The offices and abso- 
lutions, one of the priests explained, were 
celebrated to expiate any sin of thought 
that might have been committed by the 
a man subsequent to his last absolution 
n e, 
Among those present during the service 
was Bishop Henry C. Potter of the Epis- 
copal Church. John D. Crimmins and oth- 
er prominent Roman Catholics occupied 
Seats near the catafalque. 
The public had been neither invited nor 
forbidden to attend the ceremony, but the 
leaders of the procession had hardly en- 
tered the front door when thousands be- 
gan to pour into both the side entrances. 
Soon all the seats. around the catafalque 
were filled, and a‘great gathering stood 
in the side aisles. here were plenty of 
Feats left, but all who could not get into 
the central pews preferred to stand near 
them, for they could not see the casket 
from the seats in the far corners of the 
building. At the end of the chanting. Fa- 
ther Lavelle ascended the pulpit and an- 
nounced that the people must leave the 
Cathedral for half an hour while the body 
was being removed from the casket to the 
catafalque. He also recalled the fact that 
Archbishop Corrigan had not favored fu- 
neral flowers. 


THE CATAFALQUE, 


The Cathedral was emptied in a few 
minutes, and the body was removed by 
priests and the undertaker’s men from the 
casket and lifted to the catafalque, which 
is about 5 feet high at one end and 6 at 
the other, slanting toward the front of 
the Cathedral so that any one going down 
the centre aisle can see the face of the 
dead plainly, but cannot-see it when com- 
ing directly abreast of its resting place. 
Fourteen lighted candles stand at the 
head of the catafalque, which is black all 
over, and the same number at the foot. 
Along the sides, set in lofty gilded holders, 
are six more lights. 

After the body had been raised to its 
place, the casket was removed and the 
priests began to arrange the archiepiscopal 


robes in which the body of the prelate 
was clad. These consist of the purple silk 
cassock, sash of the same color, white lace 
rochet, linen tunic, sash of white wound 
over all these, maniple, stole, two purple 
silk tunics, silk stockings of the same 
color, sandals, and purple chasuble made 
of the richest cof cloth. 

Fifteen minutes passed in making the 
arrangements, and then some photogra- 
phers were permitted to take flashlight 
pictures of the body as it lay on the cata- 
falque. It was while this was going on 
that the priests, nuns, and a few others 
in the building saw a sight that was con- 
sidered remarkable by all and miraculous 
ky the more devout. 

As one of the flashlight powders was 
lighted the smoke from it began to rise to- 
ward the ceiling in the shape of a perfectly 
formed ring. It was so perfect that it 
looked like a circle of white metal rather 
than one of vapor. Its course was almost 
directly above the head of the dead Arch- 
bishop, and there was not a break in its 
wonderfully distinct lines until it came 
within a foot of the lofty ceiling, when a 
breath of air seemed to make it disappear 
instantaneously. The praying nuns raised 
their eyes, forced to do so by the exclama- 
tions of those about them; "There was’ not a 
face that did not express astonishment. 

“It's like a halo,’’ whispered one of the 
priests. 

The perfect, form of the ring was doubt- 
less due to the fact that not a breath of air 
was stirring in the lower part of the cathe- 
dral, all the doors having been shut tight 
to keep out the crowd. But whatever was 
the cause, the sight was-certainly a pecul- 
iar one. ‘ ’ 

At 1:15 o'clock the doors were thrown 
open, the police having been instructed to 
let the people enter in single file at the 
front and then depart, after passing the 
catafalque, through the doors opening in 
Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets. There was 
a rush as soon as Detective Holland gave 
the sign to the army of people that had 
congregated in Fifth Avenue. For a little 
while the officers were unable to maintain 
the single line, and the people, the sexes 
being about equally represented, rushed to 
and past the catafalque in disordered 
groups. 
’ This condition of affairs was remedied 
soon, however, and from that time on two 
single lines were almost continually pass- 
ing the bier, There was a slight falling off 
in the crowds about the hour of 2 o'clock, 
but later theyebegan to come again in such 
numbers that hardly one of the scores of 
policemen had less work than he could eas- 
ily handle. 

For the first half hour there were many 
women and some men who insisted on 
touching the hem of the Archbishop's gar- 
ment as they passed. Others touched the 
embroidered sandals,. kneeled down, and 
then proceeded. Several women wept pro- 
fusely. 

It was decided by the priests in charge 
that the touching of the white garment that 
reached to the sandals must be stopped, and 
a quick conclusion was made when one 
of those who reached up to grasp the cloth 
knocked over some of the candles at the 
foot of the catafalque. It was evident that, 
if this procedure should continue, there 
might be danger of serious consequences. 
So two detectives were told to stand just at 
the lower end of the bier and prevent any 
one from touching it. 


40,000 PASS THE BIER. 


It was estimated that about 40,000 people 
passed by the catafalque during the day 
and evening. All the time they were march- 
ing in and out the decorators were hard 
at work placing mourning streamers every- 
where on the interior of the cathedral, and 
the sound of light hammering was mingled 
periodically with women's sobs. There was 


no cessation of the ordinary business of the 
cathedral. Scrubwomen and sweepers were 
busy cleaning the chancel floors and pol- 
ishing the brass. Boys were attending to 
the lights and removing the more ornate 
decorations of the altar, which is to be 
draped in black. 

Beginning at 2 o'clock the classes of the 
Cathedral School filed past the body. One 
class came each hour, until all the 700 
children had had their turn. As they 
marched they said a litany for the dead 
and told their beads. 

In compliance with the resolution adopted 
by the Board of Aldermen, President 
Fornes has appointed as a committee to 
attend the funeral, Aldermen Parsons, Mc- 
Call, Willett, Sullivan, Goodman, Shea, and 
Bill.» The Mayor also will attend the 
funeral. John A. Henneberry, State Presi- 
dent of the Catholic Benevolent Legion, 
which has a membership list of over 25,000 
in the State of New York, with forty coun- 
ells in this city, has sent the following let- 
ter to the members of ns Legion in refer- 
ence to the death of Archbishop Corrigan: 
To all officers and comrades "pf the Catholic 

Benevolent Legion, State of New York: 

The Catholic Church has lost one of its most 
brilllant ornaments in the death of His Grace, 
Archbishop Corrigan. The Catholic Benevolent 
Legion has ever had his most cordial support and 
blessing, and they, in common with all the chil- 
dren of the Church, mourn his loss and pray the 
Great Master of all that his soul is at rest. 

It is fitting that the memory of such a good 
man be cherished, and it is hereby directed that 
in every council room the charter of the council 
be draped in mourning for a period of thirty 
days, and jt is recommended that prayers be 
said at the close of meetings for the repose of 
his soul. 

May God in His wisdom teach us all that life 
is fleeting, and make us better men for having 
been spared to profit by the life and example of 
the late Archbishop Michael A. Corrigan. 

As night came on, the crowds increased 
until the streets were barely passable. In 
addition to the picture vendors of the day- 
time, there came into the neighborhood a 
horde of men selling buttons, and the police 
had to drive them away from the sidewalks 
more than once. When the church doors 
were finally closed, at 10 o'clock, there re- 
mained on the outside, loudly voicing their 
disappointment at not being allowed to en- 
ter, fully 3,000 people. 

In the evening a detachment of the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment came to act as an auxiliary 
police force. There were thirty-five men, 
under the command of Lieuts. P. J. Ma- 
guire and Cornelius F. Collins. Two of the 
soldiers stood at each end of the catafalque 
with swords drawn. All day and night the 
special guard of honor appointed by the 
Catholic Club saw to it that some of its 


members were on watch. They 
hour by hour.

It has been decided to have a death mask 
of the Archbishop's face made just after 
the funeral service, which will consist of 
the high pontifical requiem mass.

BISHOP FARLEY FAVORED 
. FOR THE ARCHIEPISCOPATE. 


His Name Will Be Submitted to Rome 
Without Doubt, Say Those in 
Authority Here. 

It was learned last night that Bishop! Me- 
Quaid of Rochester, the senior suffragan 
of this province, had informed all the con- 
sultors and irremovable rectors of the Arch- 
diocese of New York that the Bishops of 
the province were unanimously in favor of 
Bishop Farley as the successor of Arch- 
bishon Corrigan. It was also stated by 
those in a position to know that the rectors 


and consultors themselves were known to 
favor Mgr. Farley above all others. 

Such being the case there is no doubt 
that Bishop Farley's name will be sub- 
mitted to Rome both by the Bishops and by 
the clergy who have a right to vote on 
the matter. It is not doubted in Catholic 
circles that the Archbishops of the coun- 
try will also agree to Mer. Farley as * dig- 
nissimus"’ or *“‘most worthy ”’ when they 
in turn send in their list of suggested 
names for the Pontiff and the Congrega- 
tion of the Propaganda. 

Those who know of the feeling in favor 
of Mgr. Farley say that he is universally 
recognized as the man who knows most 
about the affairs of this archdiocese and 
prevince. He was formerly secretary to 
Cardinal McCloskey and has for many 
years been assistant to Archbishop Corri- 


gan. 

The province includes the archdiocese and 
eight dioceses. Only in certain specified 
matters does the Archbishop have original 
authority in the dioceses other than his 
own, but an appeal goes to him in case of 
trouble. The Bahama Islands are under 
his rule. 


RESIGNATION OF DR. WILLIAMS. 


Dr. Hamilton Williams, Coroners’ physi- 
cian, handed in his resignation yesterday 
afternoon to the Board of Coroners. The 
resignation was accepted. The Coroners 
announced that the resignation was due to 
the fact that Dr. Williams’s private prac- 
tice called for all his time. It was rumored 
that there were political differences be- 
tween the physician and the Coroners. 
Corporation Counsel Rives had been asked 
whether the Coroners can appoint a physi- 
cian without getting a certified list from 
the Civil Service Commission., The salary 
of the Coroners’ physician is $3,000. 

Dr. Hamilton Wiiliams when seen last 
evening said that the reason he had re- 
signed his position as Coroner’s Physician 
was to give all his time to his growing 
practice. 

**“My relations with the Coroners,” he 
said, ‘‘ were most harmonious. I had in- 
tended to resign at the end of the year, but 
as the work interfered with my practice 
and was no longer congenial I resigned.” 


malate Be act 
TRADING STAMPS NOT ILLEGAL. 


ALBANY, May 7.—The Appellate Di- 
vision, Third Department, has handed down 
a decision declaring unconstitutional the 
law making it a misdemeanor to deal in or 
to issue trading stamps or similar devices. 
The case came before the court on the ap- 
peal of Lewis A. Madden from an order 
dismissing a writ of habeas corpus and re- 
manding him to the custody of John D. 
Dicker, Sheriff of Sullivan County. Madden 
had been convicted of dealing in. trading 
stamps and sentenced to serve a term of 
imprisonment. 

The court rules that the Legislature has 
no power to prohibit the giving of prizes in 
the manner customary where trading 
stamps are used. It declares that there is 
no element of chance in the transaction.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Weakness marked tbe close of yester- 
day’s Stock Exchange market, the de- 
pressing influence being contributed by 
reports representing that, after all, a big 
anthracite coal strike is imminent. In 
support of these reports no evidence of 
character was forthcoming; and, in fact, 
it was recognized that the statements 
came from speculative sources; but the 
Street accepted, offhand, the tales as 
they arrived, and the result was weak- 
ness throughout the whole stock list. 

While speculators have been watching 
the progress of coal trade negotiations, 
and while many market quotations have 
bobbed up and down as reports from 
“conferences” have come to Wall 
Street, it is in sensible circles well un- 
derstood that relatively slight business 
issues have been at stake in the contro- 
versy between coal miners and coal car- 
riers, between (actually between) bank- 
ers and walking delegates. None the 
less, the dispute and its discussions have 
kept Wall Street much stirred up. Far 
more important matters have had much 
less consideration. 


European interest in the market 
showed again yesterday. Not only 
Union Pacific but a substantial list of 
other properties are receiving foreign at- 
tention. In this group are Atchison is- 
sues, St. Paul, the Vanderbilts, Penn- 
syivania, and many of the lower priced 
railway stocks. What is signifying in 
new London purchases is that they are 
based on the results of investigation. 
Not less than a score of civil engineers 
and accountants are now in this country 
executing inquiry commissions in the in- 
terest of European bankers. To one of 
these was given the official assurance, 
already quoted in these columns, that the 
next dividend declaration by Union Pa- 
cific will be at an advance of 1 per cent. 
per year, raising the dividend rate to a 
regular 5 per cent. rate. Thus invest- 
ments now made by foreign capital can 
be recognized as investment amply war- 
ranted. And, under such circumstances, 
it will be recognized as investment safe 
to follow. 


Money market flurries seem to have 
spent themselves. The bankers’ confer- 
ence held a day or two ago disposed of 
the manipulation tactics which was then 
helping bear raids. 


THE COAL STOCKS. 


The'coal stocks were altogether influenced 
by the varying reports telling of the prog- 
ress of the coal miners’ convention at 
Scranton. Whensoever any report of a 
favorable nature came from there, indicat- 
irig that there might be no _ strike, the 
shares of the coal roads showed strength; 
when, on the other hand, the reports sug- 
gesied that a strike seemed inevitable, the 
stocks weakened. In the final trading all 
of them sold off materially—this not so 


much because of any definite reports of a 
strike as because of the generally demor- 
alized condition of holders of the shares 
who were completely mystified as to what 
actually had or had not transpired. 

Not in many weeks, indeed, has the entire 
Street been so altogether at sea over any 
one matter as it was yesterday over the 
sirike developments. Some brokers told 
thir customers that they had positive in- 
formation that there would be a strike; 
other brokers told their customers that 
they had it absolutely that there would be 
no strike; still others declared at 2:30 
o'clock ,that the strike was actually on; 
while yet others authorized the announce- 
ment that in the event of such and such 
a thing coming to pass or such and such 
a concession being made there might or 
might not be a strike. 

It was all so beautifully and aggravat- 
ingly uncertain that in the end, rather than 
take chances, a good many holders of the 
coul stocks sold their shares, while there 
was also not a little short selling. Hence 
the break in the issues, with such losses 
appearing as 1% in Reading, 1% in Erie, 
and 24, in Delaware and Hudson. 


* LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


A new high record price for Louisville 
and Nashville was established on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday when that issue sold 
up nearly 6 points from the low figure of 
the day to 146. The movement was watched 
with not a little interest because it had 
been rumored in the early morning that a 
final demonstration was to be made against 
the short interest in the stock. The stock 


loaned to the shorts, it was said, was to be 
called in and the “ squeeze "’ was thereupon 
to follow. It was pointed out, however, in 
this connection that the $5,000,000 new 
stock of the company (which it is under- 
stood was sold in advance of its issue by 
the management of the property) was list- 
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ed on the Stock Exchange yesterday and 
(all reports to the .contrary notwithstand- 
ing) was a good delivery yesterday. For 
that reason the talk>that local interests 
were hurt in the rise yesterday would seem 
to be rather far fetched. 

What appears to be the case is that sev- 
eral arbitrage houses who sold calls on 
the stock have been the principal sufferers, 
having been obliged to buy the stock in 
order to deliver against the calls. 

In the late trading the price dropped back 
to 143, where it closed for a net gain o1 
points on dealings in 45,000 shares. 

John W. Gates and his following were 
credited with engineering the movement in 
the stock. 

In reference to a report that Illinois Cen- 
tral was to guarantee 6 per cent. on Louis- 
ville and Nashville stock, Mr. Gates sald: 
m We would not listen to such a proposi- 
tion.”’ 


LOW-PRICED SECURITIES. 
There was manifest yesterday a disposi- 
tion on the part of many traders and op- 
erators to pay greater attention than for 
some time past to the low-priced issues 
which lately have been comparatively 
neglected. This made itself felt in advanc- 


ing prices for a number of the cheaper 
railroad stocks, such as Kansas City South- 
ern, Southern rege Duluth, South 
Shore and Atlantic, the Wabashes, Wiscon- 
sin Central, Chicago Great Western, and 
the like. All of these shares were decided- 
ly strong in the morning trading, but in 
the last two heurs they sagged off coincl- 
dent with the general market decline. 

The opinion of not a few brokers is that 
once the market steadies itself there will 
be more inclination than in times past to 
give greater attention to the so-called low- 
priced issues. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 


High-priced Investment stocks were in 
fair demand gll day, this demand disclos- 
ing how small is the floating supply of 
these stocks. Hence the 2-point advance 


in Westinghouse first preferred on the 
transfer of 200 shares; the point advance 
in New Haven, 200 shares here also chang- 
ing hands; the rise of a point in New York 
Air Brake, with 600 shares involved; the 
jump of 2% points in Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, on 200 shares; and advances in 
other fairly high-priced stocks, such as 
Continental Tobacco preferred, Third Ave- 
a Railroad, and Twin City Rapid Tran- 
sit. 

The selling of New York Central was 
credited, whether rightly or wrongly, to 
Dr. W. Seward Webb. It was said that 
this was for the purpose of raising ready 
money in order to take over Rutland Rail- 
road preferred stock. 

Standard Oil buying appeared in Union 
Pacific, St. Paul, and (so it was _ said) 
Amalgamated Copper, advancing the _ is- 
sues. All, however, reacted on the late 
general decline. 

The Gates contingent got the credit for 
the movements in Southern Railway, Mo- 
non, (this stock selling up to a new high 
record,) and Kansas City Southern. 


MONEY RATES ADVANCE. 

Coincident with the disturbing reports of 
a probable coal strike—these appearing in 
most persistent manner in the last hour of 
trading yesterday—there was a flurry in 
money rates, the combination having de- 
cidedly unsettling effect on the general 
stock market. The call rate, under rather 
urgent demand, advanced at one time as 
high as 15 per cent., nor did it ease more 
than 5 per cent. even at the very close, 
the final figure being 10 per cent. 

It may be said, however, that this is not 
a reflection of the actual condition of the 
money market for the day, as most of the 
day's loans were made at 7 per cent.

The first session was at the Twentieth 
Century Club, James C. Carter, President 
of the league, presiding. 
Speaker J. J. Myers of the House of Rep- 
Yesentatives, on behalf of the State, said 
in his welcoming address:

The Secretary of the league, Clinton Rog- 
ers Woodruff of Philadelphia, presented a 
paper on “A Year’s Municipal Progress,” 
in which he said that the concrete achieve- 
M™ents of the past year have been more 
mumerous and far-reaching than in any 
preceding one. Said he: 

“The city has assumed a place in your 
Political, social, and industrial lifé which 
Gan no longer be safely ignored. I need 
only cite the country-wide interest in the 
Tecent greater New York Mayoralty cam- 
paign. Nor has the interest in the situation 
abated. Keen eyes and interested ones are 
Watching every move of Mayor Low and 
District Attorney Jerome and their col- 
leagues. Their successes are rejoiced over, 
their missteps criticised and discussed. 

“I think it can be said without the 
slightest exaggeration that the affairs of 
New York City are attracting as much at- 
tention as any other phase of political ac- 
tivity, city, State, or National. This ap- 
on of and interest in municipal at- 
airs is not confined to New York. 

“At the same time that the business men 
are going into municipal politics the wage- 
earner is doing likewise.

As in 
other fields of municipal activity, New 
York forms the storm centre. In whichever 
direction we may look we see grounds fur 
encouragement.”

PATIENT'S RIGHT TO ENJOIN SECRECY ON 
PHYSICIAN.—In an action brought by Daniel 
D. Dunkle against Charles A. McAllister to 
recover damages for assault and battery, 
the issue arose as to whether plaintiff's 
injuries were caused by a rifle bullet or by 
a blow from a rifle. Dunkle testified as to 
the character of his hurt, and then the de- 
defendant called the physician who nad 


treated him, claiming that the plaintiff had 
waived the provisions of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, prohibiting a doctor from dis- 
closing what he learns from a patient in a 
essional capacity. The trial Justice, 
owever, would not allow the physician to 
testify, and on appeal his determination 
has been upheld OY the Third Appellate 
Division. Justice Kellogg, for the court, 
says: ‘‘ No court, I believe, has yet gone so 
far as to hold that it * a waiver of this 
al to enjoin secrecy in an attending 
physician, when all that can be said is that 
the patient himself became a witness and 
told the character of the injury he was 
suffering from. That appears to be all the 
plaintiff did in this case. All the plaintiff 
says on his direct examination in this case, 
having reference to any physician, is, ‘ Dr. 
Vedder came and put plasters on,’ and it 
Was not sought by defendant to deny this
